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THE PENGUIN COMES OF AGE 
SIR ALLEN LANE 


IT is twenty-one years ago this summer since there appeared on the 
bookstalls the first batch of Penguin Books. There were only ten titles in 
all, yet the discerning reader had good reason to hope that this new series 
did not intend to seek the lowest common denominator of public taste. 
Two of the ten were detective stories, but both were written by superior 
practitioners of the crime novel—Dorothy L. Sayers and Agatha Christie; 
and the inclusion in this first Penguin list of works by such writers of 
distinction as Ernest Hemingway, André Maurois, Compton Mackenzie 
and Eric Linklater offered abundant assurance of the publisher’s good inten- 
tions. I was optimistic enough to believe at that time—and I believe it still— 
that good books for every taste could be provided at modest prices; and 
although the price of Penguins in 1936 was only sixpence, the sales of our 
first ten proved that there was a ready and discriminating audience for such 
a venture. One reassuring feature, in those early days, was that Penguins 
were in demand not only in the bookshops and on the railway bookstalls but 


also in such mass-outlets as department stores. 


During the first eighteen months the Penguin list grew steadily, and 
continued to include, along with the thrillers, books by such notable writers 
as Norman Douglas (South Wind), E. M. Forster (A Passage to India), and 
Aldous Huxley (Crome Yellow). By the spring of 1937 more than a hundred 
titles had appeared, all of them reprints but not all of them novels. Although 
the bulk of the list was still fiction, we slipped in, from time to time, works 
of biography, travel and belles-lettres, and were encouraged to find that these 
titles, too, appeared to meet a considerable public demand. So clear was it, 
indeed, that we had attracted a serious readership as to persuade us that we 
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might now go further still and begin an avowedly educational counterpart 
series to Penguins at the same popular price. With this conviction we began 
to plan the separate library of Pelicans. The first Pelican indicated plainly 
enough the intention of our new venture: It was Bernard Shaw’s The 
Intelligent Woman’s Guide to Socialism and Capitalism, for which Shaw wrote 
an entirely new section on Sovietism and Fascism. This volume, therefore, 
was the very first of our titles which was not simply an inexpensive reprint 
of an existing book, and this innovation was soon due for a spectacular 
enlargement. The early Pelicans included the work of such famous scholars 
and scientists as Halévy, Fabre, Freud, Julian Huxley, Clive Bell and Roger 
Fry; and as all these titles were complete and unabridged it became possible 
for people of small means to begin building up for themselves a permanent 
library of modern knowledge at a trifling cost. 


The public support which Pelicans immediately secured persuaded us to 
advance still further in satisfying the evident interest in books of serious 
purpose. Late in 1937 we embarked upon a topical series called Penguin 
Specials, and with this development Penguins ceased to be simply a reprint 
operation and entered in a big way the wider field of original publishing. 
At that time there was an urgent popular concern with international affairs. 
Civil War was raging in Spain, Mussolini and Hitler were menacing the 
free world; and Penguins commissioned many new books which aimed to 
enlighten the people of Britain about the policies and plots which were 
threatening the peace. These new Penguin Specials (of which we finally 
produced 160 titles) broke all our previous records and many of them sold 
to the tune of a quarter of a million copies. 


The realisation that we could publish original books, as well as reprints, 
at so small a price as sixpence now led us to enlarge the scope of our Pelicans. 
These had hitherto been reprints of authoritative works in science, history, 
politics and literature, but Pelicans now began to include also new books 
specially commissioned in every field of knowledge and scholarship. By our 
twenty-first year new Pelicans are far more numerous than reprints; and 
they are appearing not only in single volumes but in such integrated sub- 
series as the Pelican Histories, the Pelican Philosophies, and the Pelican Guide 
to English Literature. By now, 360 Pelicans have been published, covering 
virtually every department of knowledge, and although by 1956 the price 
of a Pelican may be 2s.6d. or 3s.6d. the fact remains that those numerous 
readers who have bought them as they appeared have acquired a large and 
diverse Popular Educator for a very modest outlay of money. 

When the war broke out in the autumn of 1939 Penguins was only four 
years old, a tender age to contend with the disruptions created by such a 
catastrophe. Yet not only did the young firm flourish during the war but 
was actually able to develop four new series during these hazardous times. 
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Although the rationing of paper compelled it, in common with all pub- 
lishing houses, to adopt ‘austerity’ standards of production, it reaped some 
of the advantages of its mammoth sales in the pre-war years. War-time 
allocations of paper were based upon the applicant’s pre-war consumption, 
and the Penguin quota was therefore sufficient to enable it to maintain large 
printings and to replace the Penguin Specials by certain new series. One of 
these, the King Penguins, was our first venture into colour (and hard covers) ; 
and such titles as A Book of Roses, British Birds, The Bayeux Tapestry, Russian 
Icons, Durer’s Woodcuts, helped still further to consolidate the Penguin 
objective of providing the classics in an agreeable form. 


It was during the war years, too, that we began to produce books for 
children. First came the Puffin Picture Books, in 1940, followed by the 
Puffin Story Books a year later. Some of these were recreational in their 
themes, but many more were avowedly educational and covered such 
interests as pre-history, astronomy, country life, and the human body. 
These two series commended themselves very quickly to teachers and 
parents, as well as to children, and by now more than 200 Puffins have been 
published. Another war-time extension was the library of Penguin Modern 
Painters, which set out to provide a popular picture gallery of contemporary 
art. Each volume contained an authoritative essay upon the particular artist, 
and was illustrated by thirty-two full-page plates of the artist’s work, half 
of them in colour. Such notable artists as Henry Moore, Graham Sutherland, 
Paul Klee, Stanley Spencer, Duncan Grant and William Nicholson are 
among the score of modern painters and sculptors whose work has been 
presented in this series. 


Within a few months of the declaration of peace there appeared yet 
another Penguin series which had, in fact, been in the stages of preparation 
and planning while the war was still raging. The Penguin Classics, of which 
sixty have now been published, is an ambitious library of new translations 
of the masterpieces of literature. One of them, The Odyssey, has already 
sold three-quarters of a million copies, and several others have passed six 
figures. They are expressly intended for those people who cannot read 
Greek or Latin or French or Russian and whose previous efforts to get on 
terms with foreign classics have been thwarted by pedestrian or academic 
translators. 


There is no space here to do more than mention several other extensions 
of the original Penguin purpose which have occurred during these twenty- 
one years. There are the Penguin Scores: a collection in pocket size of works 
by Beethoven, Bach, Mozart, Wagner, and many of the other great com- 
posers. There are the numerous Handbooks on such hobbies as cooking, 
gardening, bee-keeping and chess: the Buildings of England; the Penguin 
Shakespeares; the Penguin Poets; and such evergreen periodicals as Science 
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News and New Biology. In this copious provision of books for all interests 
and preoccupations there have, inevitably, been casualties, but the ventures 
which failed or had to be discontinued (such as Penguin New Writing) are 
many times outnumbered by the experiments which caught on and came 
to stay. 


The diversity of reading interests for which the various Penguin series 
provides is abundantly revealed by the fact that during these twenty-one 
years nearly 2,500 titles have appeared in the various lists and that of the 
titles remaining in print at present something like ten million a year are sold. 
Such quantitative results as these leave no doubt that there is a large segment 
of our population which has cultivated a taste for good reading. But much 
as I am impressed by these figures they would leave me dissatisfied if they 
had been achieved by cheap and impoverished standards of production. 
From the very start we resolved that our books should not only be good, 
but should also look good, and we have devoted constant effort and vigilance 
to the layout and printing of our books. Penguin-fanciers who possess some 
of our earliest titles will observe that during these twenty-one years we have 
improved considerably since our first appearance; but they will also agree, 
I hope, that even the Penguin primitives of 1935 already revealed our deter- 
mination to ensure that an inexpensive book should not look a cheap book. 
This policy, I am glad to say, has not only been appreciated by readers and 
booksellers and reviewers, but has put us high up in the selection, made 
year by year by the National Book League, of the best designed British 
books. I am particularly proud of the fact that in this annual selection we 
are so often bracketed with the world-famous university presses of Oxford 
and Cambridge. 


It is truly said that books are important ambassadors between the nations. 
In that civilised role Penguins play a very sizeable part, for half of our annual 
output of ten million volumes are sold outside Great Britain. Many of our 
friends abroad have enjoyed the Penguin Exhibitions which have been 
shown in recent years in such cities as Amsterdam, Copenhagen, Milan, 
The Hague, Oslo, Paris and Stockholm, and these occasions have all served 
to enlarge the demand for Penguins abroad. In the United States, in Australia, 
Canada and South Africa Penguins have a subsidiary of the same name which 
copes with the great demand in those countries, and from our office in 
Baltimore we are now not only supplying imported Penguins but also 
printing special editions for American consumption. Other markets abroad 
are also being developed, such as the provision of a series of West African 
Penguins for one of the most potentially important territories in the British 
Commonwealth. I am capable, I hope, of taking a detached and dispassionate 
view of an enterprise which I have had the good fortune to direct for twenty- 
one years. If Penguins were just a successful business my pleasure in its 
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progress would be less than it actually is. But, as I see it, and many others see 
it, Penguins is a significant social manifestation of our time. This is the 
Century of the Common Man, and there are forces at work seeking to help 
him to make the best of his opportunities. We may be disheartened, often 
enough, by the harmful influence which newspapers and books and films and 
television can exert upon the masses. But these same potent and popular 
techniques of communication ‘are also being applied to wholesome and 
beneficial purposes. We have consistently sought, in our twenty-one years, 
to provide in Penguins books which will inform, educate and entertain. 
Those three words represent our objectives and our order of priorities—and 
they happen to be the same words, and in the same order, as the BBC chose 
to declare its intentions in its original Charter. 


Sir Allen Lane began his career in publishing with John Lane at the Bodley Head in 1919.

With the publication of the second edition of this bibliography of creative Australian 
writing, a valuable quick reference index is made available to the student and the 
librarian. A complete revision of the earlier work has been made and the arrangement 
of entries has been modified into a single alphabetical list of authors with a classified 
list of their writings in the fields of anthologies, fiction, poetry, drama and short 
stories. Publishers and dates of publication are given, and biographical and critical 
notes are added here and there. An historical outline of the development of Australian 
literature precedes the bibliography.

PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


CONTEMPORARY PHILOSOPHY. Studies of Logical Positivism 
and Existentialism. Frederick Copleston. Burns & Oates, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 240 pages. 
Index. 

The two systems of philosophical belief with which this book is primarily concerned 

have often been the subject of polemics. In assembling a number of his recent articles, 

Father Copleston reveals a rare capacity to discuss seriously and with detachment 

theories which, whatever their extravagances, demand our urgent attention. At the 

outset of each paper he is careful to expound the point of view at issue; and by reason 
of his scrupulous fairness his counter-arguments carry the greater conviction. In 
addition to general studies of Logical Positivism and Existentialism, there are more 
detailed analyses of such subjects as verification, seeing and noticing, and the nature 
of personality. Overseas readers will find particular interest in the two long chapters 
on theistic and atheistic Existentialism. (190)

RECOVERY OF FAITH. Radhakrishnan. Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. cloth; 
8s.6d. boards. 1956. 18-5 cm. 224 pages. (World Perspectives, 4) 


Although the Vice-President of India has written much on religion, he succeeds each 
time in approaching the subject with a new zeal and freshness. Following the study 
East and West, the present work represents a sustained attack not merely on 
materialism but on religious fanaticism. For this reason much of the first part, with 
its instances of bigotry and intolerance both ancient and modern, makes somewhat 
disturbing reading. Nevertheless, the author remains convinced that ‘there is a 
Platonism native to our minds, a preference for eternal values’, and he shows that 
man’s search for belief is not to be dismissed as psychological compensation but 
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implies a real object. His argument may be summarised in his own words: ‘we do not 

want a new religion but we need a new and enlarged understanding of the old’.

CHRISTIAN THEOLOGY AND NATURAL SCIENCE. Some 
Questions on their Relations. The Bampton Lectures, 1956. E. L. Mascall. 
Longmans, 25s. 1956. 22°5 cm. 352 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Dr. Mascall, a lecturer in theology at Oxford and a priest with a mathematical 

training, has already proved himself a thinker of more than ordinary originality. 

In his latest study he is primarily concerned to demonstrate that the celebrated 

‘conflict’ between science and religion no longer holds in the present climate of 

modern science. In order to prove his case, he analyses the nature of scientific 

explanation with special reference to the recent theories of Braithwaite and Toulmin, 
and thereafter he proceeds to enquire into modern cosmological theories and the 
problem of the origin of man. Heavy with documentation as it is, the book makes 
stimulating reading and forms an important addition to Anglican thinking on 
scientific problems. (215) 


HEBREW MAN. Lectures delivered at the invitation of the University of 
Tiibingen, December 1-16, 1952, with an appendix on Justice in the Gate. Ludwig 
Kohler. Translated from the German by Peter R. Ackroyd. S.C.M. Press, 12s.6d. 
1956. 22 cm. 190 pages. Indexes. 

This book sets out to describe the ancient Hebrew in all the various aspects of his 

phy sical and spiritual life. Using both biblical text and archaeology Professor Kéhler, 

the well-known Semitic philologist, delineates the physical characteristics of the 

Hebrew and considers such topics as health, sickness and length of life. The discussion 

of how the Hebrew lived and regarded life ranges widely, covering questions such 

as education, marriage, law, tradition, proverbial wisdom and the Jewish attitude to 
this world. An appendix deals with the administration of justice. Many scriptural 
passages are illuminated and many new lines of approach are suggested by this 

fascinating introduction to life and thought in Israel. (221-9) 


NINEVEH AND THE OLD TESTAMENT. André Parrot. Translated 
from the French by Beatrice Hooke. S.C.M. Press, 8s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 96 pages.

In this translation of his Ninive et l’Ancien Testament (2nd edition, 1955) Professor 
Parrot, the distinguished French archaeologist, provides a popular but scholarly 
account of Nineveh and of the relations between the Assyrian Empire and the Hebrew 
Kingdoms of Israel and Judah. By drawing on the results of archacology and quoting 
from numerous monuments, as well as by his choice of illustrations and his references 
to the work of modern scholars, he produces an illuminating background to the 
biblical narrative. Student and general reader alike will welcome this attractive and 
well-translated addition to a useful series. (221-93) 


EVERYDAY LIFE IN OLD TESTAMENT TIMES. E. W. Heaton.

Nearly every aspect of life, secular and sacred, domestic and civil, military and 
industrial, in town and in country, as it affected the Israelites between B.C. 1250 
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(regarded as the date of the Exodus) and $86 is here described in simple language and 
illuminated by numerous photographs and drawings. Canon Heaton’s ability to 
mediate facts about the Old Testament in popular form is most happily matched with 
Mrs. Quennell’s artistic skill and taste to produce an attractive volume which will 
appeal to the general reader and will also be used widely by teachers in day and 
Sunday schools. A book which may be commended for perusal and reference.

Those who wish 
to become more conversant with the countries visited by St. Paul and the peoples 
to whom he preached will find in these pages an illuminating companion and guide.

The chief merit of this refreshing volume is that, instead of following the prevailing 

fashion of inquiring how Christianity can be made acceptable to the modern mind, 

it discusses the problem of preserving the Christian message from the corrupting 
influences of false habits of thought. It is the author’s conviction that at the heart of 
man’s indifference to religion lies an unwillingness to accept the fact of finitude, and 
he contends that the task of the apologist is not to empty Christianity of its seemingly 


offensive elements but to reaffirm the primacy of the supernatural. This is a timely 
contribution.

John Henry Newman (1801-90), the great religious controversialist of his day, holds 

his place in literature as a master of English prose style. The author points out the 

first striking impact this new style made on Newman’s contemporaries in his “Tracts 
for the Times’ during the Oxford Movement. By means of quotations from many 
of Newman’s works, the growth of this style is traced to its maturity and comment 
made on its unique qualities. The last section of this admirable essay discusses Newman 
as a poet. Mr. Cameron has not only shown Newman’s place in English literature 
but has vividly portrayed his personality. (230)

In the first of these studies Dr. Elliott-Binns submits that, in some of the sources 
underlying the Synoptic Gospels and in the epistle of James, there is evidence for a 
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type of Christianity in Galilee among the original followers of Jesus that was un- 
affected by Jewish Christianity in Jerusalem or the teaching of St. Paul. In view of its 
influence on the form of Jewish Christianity, its rise and development are held to be 
of considerable importance. A sane and balanced treatment which should prove 
stimulating to students of the New Testament. Dr. Neville Clark, in the second of 
these studies, has made an important contribution to the theology of the sacraments. 
He rightly maintains that it is only against the background of the person of Christ, 
the Church and the consummation of the Kingdom of God that the sacraments can 
be given full meaning. Both sacraments, it is claimed, involve incorporation into 
Christ; the power of the Spirit; life under the Cross and the Christian hope. While, 
however, baptism has primarily an individual reference, the Eucharist is primarily 
corporate and cosmic. Both these studies merit careful reading. (230) (26s) 


WHAT IS VITAL IN RELIGION. Sermons on Contemporary Christian 

Problems. Harry Emerson Fosdick. S.C.M. Press, 12s.6d. 1956. 22-5 cm. 248 pages. 
Using St. Paul’s phrase about a sense of ‘what is vital in religion’ as the title of his 
book of twenty-one sermons, the well-known American preacher deals with what 
he considers to be the fundamental doctrines of the Christian Faith. He believes that 
Protestant sectarianism is caused by concerns that are secondary and irrelevant. 
While the theology of these sermons sometimes leaves much to be desired, Dr. 
Fosdick reveals in these pages his unique powers of exposition, a gift for the apt 
phrase and telling illustration, and a wide acquaintance with the changing and 
unchanging needs of ordinary people. (230) 


SOME CHRISTIAN WORDS. W. R. Matthews. Allen & Unwin, 
7s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 96 pages. 
The Dean of St. Paul’s has an unusual gift for lucid exposition and in these stimulating 
studies—originally radio ‘talks’—he examines the fundamental conceptions of the 
Christian Faith with a view to interpreting their meaning to the non-specialist. He 
deals with such words as sin, forgiveness, the Cross, heaven and hell, life eternal, and 
without evading difficulties endeavours to state in positive terms the truth which they 
represent. In the last chapter, the discussion is related to the experience of Jesus which 
alone, it is contended, can give fulness of meaning to Christian words. (230) 


CHRIST AND THE CHURCH. Being the third part of a treatise on 
THE FORM OF THE SERVANT. L. S. Thornton. Dacre Press, 18s. 
1956. 22°5 cm. 168 pages. Index. 

As in the previous volumes of Dr. Thornton’s treatise, the underlying theme of this 

concluding part is the unity of the Christian Revelation. Here he directs attention 

to the single mystery of Christ and the Church by reference to the modes in which 
it is unfolded in Scripture. He examines the fundamental unities of the Bible and 
exhibits their inter-relatedness as strands in a single pattern. The author displays wide 
learning and sometimes keen discernment, but too often the suggested analogies 
between the Old and the New Testament are unconvincing. (230) 


THE ESTRANGED FACE. Catherine Eastwood. Hollis & Carter, 16s. 
1956. 22°§ cm. 170 pages. 

The author recounts, in this restrained and moving book, the story of the spiritual 

pilgrimage of Mary Cleeves whom she calls Sister Clare. After an unhappy childhood, 

Clare entered a convent in England and remained a member of the community for 
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twenty-five years. Failing to find the peace she sought, the authorities granted her a 
dispensation to return to the world. A change of environment, however, did not 
bring security and she only found contentment when she realised that when we have 
learnt to love, every passing moment brings both a divine gift and an opportunity 
for service. (248) 


CHRISTIAN SOCIAL ETHICS. Bertrand J. Coggle and John P.- K. 
Byrnes. Epworth Press, 12s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 188 pages. Index. 
This book is a response to the demand for a suitable textbook for the study of Social 
Ethics which could be used not only by individual students but in study groups. 
As such and for other reasons it deserves a wide circulation. It is based on the 
conviction that Christianity implies social behaviour of a distinctive kind and that it 
gives rise not to a negative code but to a positive social pattern. In seven chapters, we 
are provided with a lucid introduction to the Christian view of home and family, 
the economic order, politics, international relations, leisure and certain special 
problems including gambling. (261)

notes are added in parentheses or at the foot of the page. The appendices provide 
useful material for the study of St. Thomas’s doctrine about immolation in the Mass, 
and man’s fall and exaltation, and the definition of technical terms found in the text

Professor Buber, well known for his scholarly researches on the subject of Hasidism, 

here retells a selected number, less than a tenth, of the hasidic legends he has collected. 

He prefaces his work with thirty-four pages of introduction, in which the eighteenth 

century, Eastern European, Jewish, religious movement is characterised and its 

founder, the Baal Shem Tov, and his successors described. Earlier collections made by 

Dr. Buber are incorporated in this work along with much new material, the whole 

providing a treasury of sayings and doings of the most diverse variety. All who are 

interested in this religious revival, as well as those whose interest is more in Dr. 

Buber’s philosophy and religious teaching, will welcome this book. (296-6)

SOVIET ATTITUDES TOWARD AUTHORITY. Margaret Mead.

From 1948 to 1950 Dr. Mead, the well-known anthropologist, was Director of 
Studies in Soviet Culture at the American Museum of Natural History, where she 
is now Assistant Curator of Ethnology. This book, which was originally published 
under the auspices of the Rand Corporation, is the report of a team of experts work- 
ing under her direction to discover the attitude of the Soviet citizen towards Party 
officials, the secret police, industrial leaders, youth organisers and others in authority. 
It is a revealing study of Russian character which will be welcomed by all who desire 
a deeper understanding of the people. (321-84) 


THE STORY OF THE PEERAGE. L. G. Pine. Blackwood, 25s. 1956. 
22 cm. 322 pages. 6 plates. Index. 
To deal adequately in one short volume with a theme like the British peerage is a 
formidable, if not impossible, task. This book has grown out of talks to Rotary 
clubs on questions (often topical) about peerage law, lore, and history. The author’s 
qualifications include long association with Burke’s Peerage, and Landed Gentry, 
which he has edited for many years. This is too slight to be a reference work, but any 
reader looking for a starting point for the study of a fascinating institution will find 
it useful, and its bibliography leads on to bigger and more authoritative books.

BRITISH NATIONALITY LAW. J. Mervyn Jones. Revised edition.

The first edition of this work in 1947 dealt with British nationality before the British 
Nationality Act, 1948. That Act and the Commonwealth citizenship legislation, 
enacted at the same time, has made fundamental changes in the law on this subject. 
British nationality now rests upon a purely statutory basis and Commonwealth 
citizenship laws are distinct nationality laws. The concept of a “common code’ no 
longer exists, but the idea of the ‘common statutes’ remains, however. The work is

in four parts, dealing with nationality in international law, the evolution of the 
British law, commonwealth citizenship, and British nationality and protection.

In 1955 Sir Frederick Bourne, Constitutional Adviser, completed a report on the 
future constitution of the Gold Coast. The conference reported in this publication 
met in February and March 1956 to consider the recommendations of this report; 
unfortunately a number of groups and parties in the Gold Coast were not represented 
at the conference, but nevertheless a good deal of clarifying discussion on the 
constitutional future of the territory, took place.

A conference attended by 
delegates of the territories concerned and of the United Kingdom, together with 
observers from British Guiana and British Honduras, met in London during 

February, 1956. This report describes the progress achieved at its meetings; sub- 

stantial agreement has been reached on administrative matters and a Standing 

Federation Committee has been set up to continue working out practical details.

Her new book comes at an opportune moment following on the West 

German Foreign Minister’s statement, which he subsequently had to modify, that 

the unification of Germany might be worth the loss of the territories beyond the 

Oder-Neisse line. In it she traces the history of the disputed territories up to the present 

day and examines the effect of their incorporation into Poland and the expulsion 

of the German population on the economic and political life of Western Germany. 

The book is primarily for the specialist but as a source of information it will be 

invaluable to others.

KARL MARX. Selected Writings in Sociology and Social Philosophy. Edited 
with an Introduction and Notes by T. B. Bottomore and Maximilen Rubel. 
Texts translated from the German by T. B. Bottomore. Watts, 21s. 1956. 22 cm. 
282 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

The advantage of the present work is that it makes available in compact form not 

merely the most important passages of Marx but a number of texts so far unpublished 

in English. The aim of the selection (which has no political bias) is to illustrate Marx’s 
ideas about history, the evolution of consciousness, the development of capitalism, 
the nature of law and the sociology of revolution. In a learned introduction on the 
influence of Marx, the authors lay bare two facts hitherto largely ignored: first, that 

Marx’s work, despite its voluminousness, remains a prolegomenon to the much 

larger study of human society he hoped to write, and secondly, that his thought, far 

from springing ready-made into being, was in a constant state of evolution. (330-15) 


LABOUR MIGRATION IN A RURAL ECONOMY. P. H. 
Gulliver. East African Institute of Social Research (Kampala, Uganda), 8s.6d. 1955. 

(East African Studies, 
No. 6) 

The author is Government Sociologist of Tanganyika and carried out an investigation 

into labour migration in the Territory for a report to the Member for Local Govern- 

ment. The present volume is a modified version of this report and represents the 
author’s own views. It is primarily a study of the Ngoni and Ndendeuli of Southern 

Tanganyika but conditions in the area are largely applicable elsewhere. The poverty 

of the tribe leads many of the men to migrate to other areas where better employment 

is available, and this enables them to bring back money and goods otherwise 
unobtainable. The effect on the general tribal economy is bad owing to the lack of 
incentive to improve the available resources and in the case of long-term absentees 

the effect on social life may be adverse. (331-67) 


INTRODUCTION TO MONEY. Honor Croome. Methuen, 10s.6d. 1956. 
19 cm. 218 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Home Study Books) 
Mrs. Croome, author of The Approach to Economics and The Economic History of 
Britain, is also well known as a broadcaster on economic subjects. This new little 
handbook will be found very helpful not only by the general reader to whom it is 
addressed but also by the young student of economics. It gives a sound, clear 
explanation of what money is, and describes the working of the Bank of England, 
the commercial banks, the money market, foreign exchange, the International 
Monetary Fund, the International Bank for Reconstruction and Development and 
other post-war international institutions.

A system of land transfer which provides security of tenure and is both cheap and 
expeditious is a prerequisite of a state of healthy husbandry. In many British Colonial 
jurisdictions, land tenure and land transfer are at present regulated by a varying 
combination of English law and local native custom, complicated in some jurisdictions 
by concepts of Moslem law. This work, which has been revised and expanded since 
the first edition in 1952, deals with the evolution of land records and the present 
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system in England and Wales, on the Continent of Europe, in the Dominions and in 
other territories such as certain French Colonies and the Belgian Congo. Particular 
attention is given to the operation of the cadastral method. This comparative work 
provides authoritative guidance on an important social problem.

the industry and its problems. It has been published with the aid of a grant from the 

Commonwealth Bank of Australia, and covers, among other topics, climate, soils, 

varieties of wheat, disease control, machinery and marketing.

Mr. Charlesworth, of George Washington University, 
discusses in this book the advisability of such controls, and asks whether their 
effects on the economic life of the community may not be as undesirable as uncon- 
trolled inflation itself. His argument is well considered, dealing with the effects of 
repressed inflation on factor supply, consumption, industry and the market; it merits 
the close attention of economists and students.

This book supplements the series on the major Departments of State, produced by 
the same publishers under the auspices of the Royal Institute of Public Administration. 
As its sub-title indicates, the author does not offer a history of the Civil Service or a 
comprehensive account of its activities. His aim—admirably achieved—is to portray 
civil servants as human beings and to discuss their relations with one another and with 
the outside world. He deals with Recruitment, Deployment, Conditioning, Methods, 
the Total Personality, Civil Servants and Parliament, and Relations with the Law 
and with the Organised, and the Unorganised, Public. Eight appendices provide 
useful statistical and organisational information. Mr. Dunnill writes with great 
sympathy and understanding in discussing defects of the Service and ways and means 
of improving it. His book should interest both the general reader and the civil 
servant.

insured for hospital care, and a large and growing number also have medical insurance. 

With the proposed national health insurance plan in mind, Mr. Taylor, of the 

Political Economy Department, University of Toronto, and an adviser of the 

Premier of Ontario on health insurance, surveys and describes the various types of 

plans and agencies now operating in Canada. These vary from the strictly defined 

insurance offered by profit-making bodies to the socialised medicine offered by 
several provincial governments. The author draws no conclusions as to the desirability 
of government-run or voluntary plans. This is an accurate, timely and well-conducted

The author, Professor of Education and Head of the Department of Education in 

Birmingham University, has written a valuable work for students and teachers 

interested in educational psychology. Four major topics are treated: the nature of 

learning, the psychology of individual differences, personal development, and the 
relation of the individual to society. Of these, the last section is rather slight, that on 
individual differences very sound. Learning theory is given the largest portion of the 
book, and special attention is paid to the theories of Hull, Tolman and the Gestalt 
school. Teachers may feel that too much emphasis is laid on experimental work with 
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animals, rather than on the classroom situation. Full references to further reading are 
given, and the book can be recommended for training college and education depart- 
ment libraries, and for libraries catering for teachers. (370-15) 


THE TEACHING OF GEOGRAPHY. G. H. Gopsill. Macmillan, 25s.

The author, Lecturer in Education in the University of Nottingham, first examines the 
development of ideas on the teaching of geography over the last half century, and 
then makes suggestions which should help students to work out their own techniques 
from first principles. Sample lessons are given and informal methods discussed. 
Teaching geography to young children, map work, visual illustrations, planning the 
geography syllabus, planning and equipping the geography room are other aspects ° 
considered. The appendices include a list of books of travel and adventure and of 
fictional works with a geographical background suitable for general reading. 
Teachers of geography in primary and secondary schools should find the book most 
useful.

Among 
the contributors are Professor C. A. Coulson, Dr. E. Gordon Rupp, Professor Basil 
Willey and Dr. Will Moore. While the contributors strike a positive note, they are 
agreeably free from that kind of finality which arrests progress. The book should 
make a wide appeal to all who are interested in the issues raised by Christian education.

In 1553 a number of Londoners financed an expedition to discover a north-east 

passage to the Indies. Although unsuccessful in this, the search had as an unexpected 

result the establishment of direct trade with Russia. In this scholarly book Dr. Willan, 

who is Reader in History in the University of Manchester, has used source material 

previously neglected in describing the incorporation of the original promoters into 

the Company now known as the Russia Company or the Muscovy Company, and 
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its early commercial and diplomatic activities. The book is important for students of 
the Tudor period and of commercial development in general. (382-0942) 


FROM PILLAR TO POST. The Troubled History of the Mail. Laurin

A history of communication from early history when runners or signal fires brought 

tidings of momentous events, of victory or disaster, down to more recent times when 

the letter has become a commonplace in our social structure. It is only through a 

knowledge of the difficulties which beset these communications in the past that we 

can realise the profound significance of the work of Rowland Hill and the pioneers 
of the modern postal services. As Gladstone said of Hill, ‘his great plan ran like 
wildfire through the civilised world’. This book gives a brief but comprehensive 
survey of these developments, the text being amplified by excellent plates and 
illustrations. A book for those not only interested in the postal services but also in 
the social developments which went with them.

The postal problems of the Falkland Islands and the dependencies 
are not only those of remoteness but also of the associated whaling industry. All 
this is brought out and serves to give a picture of a somewhat unique social structure 
which must add materially to the pleasure of the philatelist in pursuit of his hobby.

This has enabled him to give a fully reliable guide to the types of damage sustained 

in storage or transit by a large range of commodities as diverse as alabaster, biscuits, 

bulbs, honey and turpentine. In addition he sets out the general principles to be 
observed by the surveyor and describes the possible origins of damage. As an appendix 
he explains numerous foreign weights and measures with which the surveyor may

WOMEN IN ANTIQUITY. Charles Seltman. Thames & Hudson, 18s. 1956.

Dr. Seltman ranges from the Palaeolithic Age to the late Roman Empire and discusses 
not only women’s rights and social position but their clothes, cults, fashions and, 
above all, the opposite sex’s estimation of them. The final, unexpected conclusion is 
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that women’s lot was never happier than in ancient Sparta. The author writes with 
a light touch and draws many provocative comparisons with the modern world, 
but his material is never hackneyed and the illustrations are enterprisingly chosen. 
The Pan edition (which was published first) lacks a new chapter added to the cloth- 
bound edition, but contains a considerable number of the same illustrations and is, 
although more austerely produced, remarkably good value. (396)

ORIENTAL MAGIC. Sayed Idries Shah. Foreword by Dr. Louis Marin. Rider, 
258. 1956. 24 cm. 224 pages. Numerous illustrations, Notes. Bibliography. Glossarial 
index. 
The author, who is President of the Oriental Culture League and a Fellow of the 
Institute of Ethnology, has travelled widely in the Near, Middle and Far East studying 
written records and observing magical technique. He traces the diffusion of ritual 
from ancient Assyria and Babylonia and correlates methods in use today over a wide 
area. His approach is strictly scientific and sensationalism is carefully avoided, but he 
describes some entirely inexplicable phenomena he observed personally. The book 
will interest anthropologists in general, particularly students of a subject which has 
not previously received the serious attention it deserves. (398-3)

A MAASAI GRAMMAR WITH VOCABULARY. A.N. Tucker and

Dr. Tucker has spent several years both in East Africa and in London in producing 

this important landmark in the study of the languages of East Africa. His co-author, 

who is employed by the Kenya Education Department, is the first Maasai Bachelor 
of Arts. In addition to a very complete grammar there is a sixty-page vocabulary, 
and the authors have endeavoured to bring the orthography of the language into 

line with that used for related languages in Uganda and the Sudan. (496-3)

FUNCTIONAL ANALYSIS. Frigyes Riesz and Béla $Z.-Nagy. Translated 
from the 2nd French edition by Leo F. Baron. Blackie, 65s. 1956. 26 cm. 480 pages.

This classic of linear operator theory, now translated into English from the second 

French edition, is in two parts. In the first, Riesz describes the modern theory of 

derivatives and integrals; the Lebesgue integral is defined by Riesz’s own method, 

its properties are developed in considerable detail with emphasis on the concept of 
the linear functional, and this concept in turn serves to introduce the Stieltjes integral. 

In the second part, Nagy leads up, by a study of integral equations, to the general 

theory of linear operators, Hilbert and Banach spaces, and the main methods and 

problems of this large and growing domain. The analysis is everywhere clear; the 
explanations are always lucid and, particularly in the vital early stages, unhurried, an 

advantage particularly valuable to the young student. (517-1) 


THE THEORY OF GAMES AND LINEAR PROGRAMMING. 
S. Vajda. Methuen, 8s.6d. 1956. 17 cm. 112 pages. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography.

The theory of games, essentially due to John von Neumann, is concerned with the 

‘strategies’ in a competitive situation, in which the choice of a move by one competitor 
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will evoke a countering move by an opponent. This is closely connected with 
problems, arising for instance in economics and in war, in which we seek to minimise 
a linear form whose (non-negative) variables are subject to a number of linear 
constraints. Dr. Vajda, in his short book, gives a comprehensive account of the 
problems and of algebraic and geometrical methods used in solving them; moreover 
he has found room for the computational background, which can present grave 
problems in complicated situations. The lucid brevity by which so much information 
is conveyed in so small a volume makes the book a most valuable introduction to a 
new and rapidly developing field of inquiry. (s19°9)

THE LEIBNIZ-CLARKE CORRESPONDENCE. Together with Ex- 
tracts from Newton’s Principia and Opticks. Edited, with Introduction and Notes, 
by H. G. Alexander.

256 pages. Index. 
In view of the fact that the famous Leibniz-Clarke correspondence was last published 
in English in 1738, the appearance of the present compact and scholarly little volume 
is to be welcomed. Since the controversy about Newtonian physics is by no means 
irrelevant to the age of Einstein, Mr. Alexander has placed the problems in perspective 
by furnishing a summary not merely of the argument itself but of the history of the 
problem of space and time up to the present day. This is an indispensable addition to 
the library of all who are interested in the history of modern scientific thought.

A collection of articles evaluating the results presented at the Geneva Conference

calculations. The articles summarise not only information presented in the formal 
papers, they also include the results of much informal discussion and incorporate a 
great deal of data made available since the Conference. The amount of information 
made available at Geneva, on all aspects of nuclear energy, was so great that the 
present work is to be published in eight series, each of which will have a number of 
volumes, and presumably these will, in time, become annual volumes reviewing 
researches carried out in the previous twelve months. The Editorial Board has been 
drawn from ten countries and contains many of the most illustrious names in nuclear 
science today.

A textbook of physical chemistry, designed for the university student in chemistry, 
by the Professor of Chemistry in the University of Southampton, who is widely 
known as teacher and author and for his researches. The book is based on his lectures 
to Honours students. It presents the principles and many facts in a most attractive and 
Jucid manner, and though by comparison with others the book is relatively short, 
yet it never appears over-condensed, and while it is clearly selective nothing very 
important appears to have been omitted. The approach is historical and descriptive. 
The text is supported by numerous well chosen references which are given below 
each page. This makes the work valuable as a general reference book, particularly to 
libraries in industrial research laboratories. It is very well printed and there are 
numerous clear illustrations and some excellent photographs. (s41) 


THE PETROLEUM ACIDS AND BASES. H. L. Lochte and E. R. Littmann. 
Constable, 50s. 1956. 22 cm. 368 pages. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
The senior author, H. L. Lochte, is Professor of Chemistry in the University of Texas, 
and has worked widely in the field of naphthenic acid chemistry to which he has 
made notable contributions. The subject matter is presented at some length and full 
attention is given to the historical development of the subject. The book is of some 
interest to chemists working in industries which make use of petroleum acids and 
their salts, e.g., in the paint, varnish, fungicide and insecticide fields, especially as 
modern developments are described. Whereas the petroleum bases are not being 
isolated and separated to any extent, their description is of interest as the subject 
matter has not been summarised before in this form. (s47°2)

PHYSICS AND CHEMISTRY OF THE EARTH: Volume 1. 
Edited by L. H. Ahrens, Kalervo Rankama and S. K. Runcorn. Pergamon Press,

(Progress Series) 
The first volume of an intended annual publication which will provide each year an 
up-to-date survey of international progress in geophysics and geochemistry. Contri- 
butors to Volume I are Sir Harold Spencer Jones, J. Verhoogen, L. H. Ahrens, K. E. 
Bullen, Raymond Hide, Rustum Roy, O. F. Tuttle, Carl W. Correns and S. I. Tom- 
keieff. There are sections on the temperature within the earth, radioactive methods for 
determining geological age, seismology and the structure of the earth’s interior, the 
hydrodynamics of the earth’s core, investigations under hydrothermal conditions, 
the geochemistry of the halogens and, finally, an account of work in geochemistry 
in the USSR between 1948 and 1953. Filling an acknowledged gap in international 
literature, this work is of very considerable importance to geologists and also of value 
to workers in many branches of physics and chemistry. Well produced and well 
arranged, it has excellent diagrams and plans and extensive bibliographies. (551-05)

meteorological and geophysical results obtained from autographic records and 
eye observations at the Lerwick, Aberdeen, Eskdalemuir, Valentia, and Kew 
observatories, and the results of soundings of the upper atmosphere by means of 
registering balloons.

Accumulation of arrears and changes in requirements have led to a decision to adopt 

an abridged form for this Year Book. The General Introduction to the Meteorological 

Tables and the parts of the Sectional Introductions in this volume dealing with site, 

instruments, procedure and tabulation shall serve as standards of reference for several 

years to come. Space devoted to discussion of observations is reduced. Discontinued 
are the monthly tables of individual hourly values of meteorological elements and the 
diary of cloud, weather and visibility. Summaries of daily mean values (or totals), 
monthly means (or totals) of hourly values and some maximum and minimum values 
are given. No major changes are made in the aerological, atmospheric electrical,

JURASSIC GEOLOGY OF THE WORLD. W. J. Arkell. Oliver & 
Boyd, 10§s. 1956. 25°5 cm. 822 pages. Numerous photographs, diagrams and maps.

This is an important work of reference—the first world-wide study of a geological 

system—by the recognised authority in this field. Since England is the type region for 

the Jurassic, it is appropriate that this should be the work of a British scientist. The 
book, organised on a geographical basis, is mainly concerned with stratigraphy, 
detailing the stages, i.e. groups of zones determined by their index fossils, according to 

a classification based essentially on that of A. d’Orbigny (c.1850). It is possible to refer 

readily to the Jurassic of a particular area, or equally to trace a given stage throughout 

the world. A special feature is the selective classified bibliography of more than 2,500 

items. In a brief concluding section the bearing of the evidence on the oceans, climate 

and crustal history of the period is set out. ($51-76) 


CONCEALED COALFIELDS. A _ Palaeogeographical study of the 
Stratigraphy and Tectonics of Mid-England in relation to Coal Reserves. 
Leonard J. Wills. Blackie, 40s. 1956. 25°$ cm. 222 pages. Maps. Diagrams. Tables.

The author, a Professor Emeritus of Geology and Geomorphology, University of 

Birmingham, is widely known through his published works on palaeogeography. In 

this latest book the possible extent of the concealed coalfields of mid-England is con- 

vincingly argued from a detailed study of successive geographies of the past. The book 
will be valuable to geologists and others for its wealth of old and new data summarised 
in the text, tables and maps; but it will be of even greater value in stimulating a new 
approach to geological problems not necessarily limited to the finding of future coal

BWAMBA. A Structural-functional Analysis of a Patrilineal Society. Edward 
H. Winter. Heffer (Cambridge) for the East African Institute of Social Research, 30s.

Based on three years’ original field research, this account by a young American 

sociologist of a hitherto little-known tribe in western Uganda will appeal primarily 

to the professional anthropologist. It deals with such topics as marriage and domestic 
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life, the village community, witchcraft and the supernatural, the lineage system and 
its role in tribal politics, and the changes produced by contact with Christianity and 
other external influences. Despite occasional mistakes (or misprints) in grammar 
and arithmetic, the book contributes much that is new to our knowledge of East 
African ethnography, and the analysis of the lineage structure is a stimulating essay 
on a topic of much current interest to anthropological theory. (57296761) 


BWAMBA ECONOMY. Edward H. Winter. East African Institute of Social 
Research (Kampala, Uganda), 7s. 1955. 25 cm. 48 pages. Tables. Map. Paper covers.

The author spent two years studying the social structure of the Amba, who live in 

the west of Uganda, bordering the Belgian Congo. His main report has been published 

as Bwamba: A Structural-functional Analysis of a Patrilineal Society, but in the course of 
his studies he gathered enough material on the economic life of the people for this 
smaller study, sub-titled “The development of a primitive subsistence economy in 

Uganda’. It covers a variety of subjects including land tenure and use, labour, agricul- 

ture and trade and is enhanced by a number of useful tables. ($72°96761)

THE LONDON ZOO. Philip Street. Odhams Press, 16s. 1956. 21-5 cm. 
224 pages. 31 illustrations. Index. 

Mr. Street has already published an eminently readable book on Whipsnade. In this 
history of the parent institution he is concerned more with the personalitics that 
moulded the present Zoo than with the actual animals. The London Zoo has been 
fortunate in having many famous names associated with it and the results of their 
devotion have kept Britain in the lead for many years. After a first chapter on the 
development of methods and ideas, Mr. Street devotes sections to different groups of 
animals—bears, giraffes, monkeys, birds, aquatic animals and reptiles—explaining the 
problems of their acclimatisation, and he concludes with some valuable notes on 
the veterinary and general scientific work done at the Zoo. (590-74) 


THE DRUNKEN FOREST. Gerald Durrell. Hart-Davis, 18s. 1956.

The amusing record of another of Mr. Durrell’s expeditions in pursuit of minor fauna 
of eccentric habits, this time in the hinterland of the Argentine and the Chaco jungle 
of Paraguay. He has the gift of endowing the animals and birds he describes with 
individual character and personality and the mere problems of capture are soon 
eclipsed by those of transporting, housing, feeding and nursing his quarry. The human 
element of Mr. Durrell’s travels is handled in equally entertaining fashion with portraits 
of his Argentinian and Paraguayan hosts. A gay and well-written book delightfully 
illustrated with drawings by Ralph Thompson. (so1-08)

Next to the Lepidoptera beetles are the insects which most attract the attention of the 

amateur naturalist. It will, therefore, be a great help to have this handy book with its 

beautifully prepared illustrations to identify the commoner species of this vast group. 

The original edition in German dealt, of course, with beetles of west and central 

Europe and the non-British species have been wisely left in, so that the naturalist can 
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take the book on his European holidays. About a third of the book deals with struc- 
ture, ecology, classification and collecting ; the remainder is in the form of dichotomous 
keys for rapid identification.

He also supplies the con- 
cise notes to the plates, giving particulars of the animals’ appearance, habits and 
location. Mr. Suschitzky’s summing up of what he has learned in many years of 
animal photography contains useful technical details and hints for those interested in 
photographing animals. The plates which follow, ranging over most divisions of the 
mammal family, are magnificent examples of successful photography in this field.

This interesting and often amusing book on animal behaviour is largely based on the 
author's observations of the behaviour of her own few horses on a small farm. 
Systematic observations and experiments disclose a good deal about the mind, but 
for economic and practical reasons horses are not the most suitable laboratory animals. 
To some extent, therefore, the author deals with the behaviour of other animals but, 
drawing upon clinical experience and the professional care of horses, she explains what 
goes on in the mind of a horse. Her study will help many horse-lovers whose good 
intentions often go astray through ignorance of the basic needs and instincts which 
affect the animal’s behaviour. Suggestions are made for further investigations of

These fine drawings, beautifully reproduced, the copyright and original copper plates

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Great Britain and Ireland, were originally published by Mayne Boyd of Belfast in 
1917. They are now reprinted without alteration for the Society. The atlas consists 
of thirty-four separate plates giving thirty-six horizontal sections through head, neck, 
thorax, abdomen and pelvis, and seven reconstructions. All are life-size, the seven 
plates through the head are from a man, aged forty, the remaining twenty-seven from 
a man, aged fifty. This reprint will be welcomed by anatomists throughout the world 
whose work since the Second World War has been hampered by a dearth of atlases.

The range of experience is wide, covering bus 
drivers and conductors, railway motormen and guards, workshop staff, and clerical 
and technical staff; the findings are thus sufficiently general to apply to other branches 
of industry, and are a real contribution to the data on industrial health.

THE PRACTICE OF MEDICINE. Edited by John S. Richardson.

Thirteen teachers in London medical schools were invited by the editor, who is Physi- 
cian to St. Thomas’s Hospital, to set down what they actually teach undergraduate 
students of the principles and practice of medicine. The approach to the study of 
disease is mainly physiological, although the role of mental and extraneous factors in 
modifying disease patterns is a constant consideration. As befits a textbook designed 
to prepare students for practice, common disorders are its main theme. However, 
some rarer conditions of particular importance or present interest are fully dealt with. 
The purpose of diagnostic techniques and of treatments requiring hospital facilities 
is briefly elucidated, but much space is given to the management and present day 
treatment of disease within the practitioner’s purview. This should commend the 
textbook to practitioners. (616) 


PERIPHERAL VASCULAR DISORDERS. Edited by Peter Martin,

Seven of the nine contributors to this important, well documented and finely illus- 

trated study for research workers and clinicians are, or have been, associated with the 

Postgraduate Medical School of London. The contributors include an anatomist, a 

physiologist, a pathologist, a radiologist, an anaesthetist, three surgeons and a plastic 

surgeon, writing as authorities in their particular fields and drawing largely upon their 
own experience. The study opens with basic chapters on the innervation of peripheral 
blood vessels, anatomy and physiology; techniques of examination are then described, 
including arteriography. On the pathological side may be mentioned original work 
on obliterative arterial disease, and in dealing with clinical and surgical aspects, 
although reference is made to the outstanding contributions of others, the authors 
again centre upon their own findings and techniques, including recent advances in 
methods and materials for vessel grafting.

Miss Hobson, who has also had exper- 

ience of American methods, deals for the most part with practice at the National 

Spinal Injuries Centre, Stoke Mandeville, in treating spinal cord lesions deriving from 

accidents or gunshot wounds. These methods can, however, be adapted by teams in 

charge of patients suffering from lesions from other causes. Miss Hobson first discusses 
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principles and methods, including the treatment of complications, then goes on to 
describe sport and games as part of the programme, resettlement, methods in America, 
and, briefly, rehabilitation problems in other countries. (616-73)

the psychoneuroses, then discusses nursing, general management and treatment, and in 

these last chapters methods accepted since the appearance of the second edition in 1950 

have been included.

As a textbook for students and a reference book for young surgeons, A Short Practice 

of Surgery has an established popularity in the English edition and in other languages. 

An attractive feature is the, number, increased in this edition, of small yet telling 

illustrations in the text, now published in a larger format; another is the use of small 

type to describe advanced surgery and rarer conditions. To this latest revision, the 
authors have invited Mr. Charnley to contribute chapters on orthopaedic surgery, 

Mr. Cleland on the thorax, heart and pericardium and Mr. Knight on the head, 

cranial nerves, spine and nerves.

University of St. Andrews, is to provide a textbook on the manipulation of materials 

for students which will also serve as a practical reference work for dentists and dental 

technicians when they encounter difficulties or need information about a particular 
material. The guide does not encroach upon the techniques employed in dental 
mechanics and prosthetics, but is limited to the composition of the materials, their 
advantages and disadvantages, storage, their properties and how these change under 
different conditions of manipulation, preparation and use. Although the author con- 
centrates upon practical aspects he adds a bibliography which gives references to basic 
papers.

Written by a general practitioner, herself a mother, this book can be commended to 

all concerned with the health and happiness of mother and infant. Dr. Naish describes

She elucidates the physiology of lactation and ante-natal preparations 
for feeding. In great detail, she follows the subject through from the first week to estab- 
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lished breast feeding and weaning, and finally discusses contra-indications and breast 
troubles. Dr. Naish, who takes a middle course in the ‘rooming-in’ and ‘demand 
feeding’ controversies, has much valuable advice to offer, even to workers in countries 
where breast feeding is not a problem of great concern.

The first part of this book shows how the basic triangle of navigation can be solved 

by simple geometry. In the second part it is shown how elementary plane trigono- 

metry can be used for finding distances from known objects, and how it can be applied 

to the basic triangle. The last part deals briefly with azimuth and lines of position. 

The book is well produced, and includes some pre-printed exercise sheets for practice. 

It will serve as an introduction to navigation for those without a grounding in higher 

mathematics, and may help those who have studied the usual textbooks without 

understanding the underlying fundamentals. The general reader will also be able to 

follow this text and understand how the navigator works.

THE STEEL SKELETON. Volume IL Plastic Behaviour and Design. 
J. F. Baker, M. R. Horne, J. Heyman. Cambridge University Press, 63s. 1956.

Index. 

This volume reviews work done since 1936 on plastic behaviour of steel structures. 

In Britain the work has been done mainly under Professor Baker’s direction. It is not 

an orthodox textbook but a fairly detailed description of the theoretical and experi- 

mental investigations which now provide the basis for a new, rational and economic 

method of designing steel structures. The volumes will undoubtedly become the 

standard work in the field. Vol. II deals very fully with the behaviour of welded frames 

in instability and collapse. There are some very interesting descriptions of wartime 
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applications, which, as the authors dryly remark, will go far to convince others of the 
reliability of the plastic method of design. Some recent buildings designed plastically 
are also described.

In this book Professor Piccard attempts to acquaint the inquirer with the principles 
and development of his bathyscaphe. Although, as he writes in his introduction,

book is charged with detail relevant to the entire development and construction of 
the F.N.R.S. and the Trieste, from the smallest pressure gauge to the ballast system. 
For the technician appendices are provided with more concise detail. This is an 
excellent book, but written obviously by a scientist accustomed to correlating facts, 
for the style is similar to that of a technical report. (627)

FLIGHT INTO SPACE. Jonathan Norton Leonard. Reprint. Pan Books, 
2s. 1956. 18 cm. 192 pages. Paper covers. 
The author of this book, first published in 1953, is science editor of Time, and has had 
unusual opportunities for obtaining first-hand information of American work on 
rockets and guided missiles. He shows that although the immediate object is of a 
military nature, the ultimate object is undoubtedly the conquest of space. He describes 
the basic theory and the early history of astronautics in non-technical terms and goes 
on to enumerate the many difficult problems awaiting solution. He discusses these 
problems with reference to current scientific opinion in the United States today and 
summarises the available information on practically every aspect of space travel, 
including those on which the scientific literature itself is somewhat scanty. For this 
reason, the book is probably one of the best introductions to the subject for the non- 
scientific reader. (6209-14353) 


THE VIKING ROCKET STORY. Milton W. Rosen. Faber, 215. 
1956. 22-5 cm. 248 pages. 45 photographs. 19 diagrams. Map. 2 tables. Index. 
Research on rockets and guided missiles now being carried out in the United States 
is almost entirely of a military nature and therefore top secret. An exception is the 
Viking project which is concerned with research into the upper atmosphere. This 
is the story of the man who was in charge of the rocket project from its inception. 
There is a good deal of technical detail which will interest the rocket engineer, but 
the main theme of the book is the fight against almost incredible odds, a struggle 
which succeeded in laying the foundation for the next stage in man’s conquest of 
space—the Earth Satellite project, of which the author has now been appointed 
Technical Director. The book is well illustrated and will appeal to many non-technical 
readers who are interested in the general problem of space flight.

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are covered—engine, gearbox, clutch, back-axle, body work and accessories—and 
there are copious illustrations which are extremely helpful. It is well produced and 
authoritatively written.

thousands. This book is intended primarily for these enthusiasts and contains a com- 
prehensive survey of carly motoring history. There are three parts. The first deals 
with the technical development of motoring, the second with the early competitions 
and the contribution they made to this development, and the third contains appraisals 
of some twenty-five cars built between 1896 and 1914, based on actual driving tests. 
The book is beautifully produced and superbly illustrated. For the period it covers in 
motoring history it is likely to become a standard work.

In these pieces, originally written for the Toronto Telegram, he tells of 
the triumphs and disasters of a farmer's life and the recurrent drama of the seasons 
which, in spite of the extremer climate of Canada, would have been well understood 
by Virgil or Gilbert White of Selborne. Those with a taste for the slow humour, 
the quick observation of growing things and the faint taste for the macabre which 
go with country life will like this book and the attractive scraperboard illustrations 
by the author’s wife.

book presents the historical decline and the present resurgence of forests in Britain, for 
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at the moment the country is rich in trees, but poor in forests. Mr. Edlin’s careful 
researches into the biological and social tangle of causes and effects explain the pro- 
cesses which have over centuries brought about this state of affairs. It constitutes a 
challenge to Britain and a warning to other countries.

desirable in growing tomatoes, either under glass or outdoors, in Britain and countries

There is a valuable 
chapter on Ring Culture, a new method of growing in containers which involves 
allowing a plant to form two distinct root systems: one a feeding system in a bottom- 
less pot or ‘ring’ of compost and the other in an underlying layer of water-absorbent 
material largely devoid of nutrients.

After 
an introductory chapter on parasitism in general, detailed descriptions are given of 
the individual species of Nemathelminthes, Platyhelminthes, Arthropoda and Pro- 
tozoa. There is a twenty-and-a-half-page bibliography and a detailed index. The 
thirty-four plates are good and there are many excellent illustrations in the text. 
The book is perhaps more for the qualified veterinary surgeon and the parasitologist 
than the veterinary student, but it is certain to become a standard work at an advanced 
level.

It is there- 
fore a book for the physiotherapist who is interested in applying his techniques to 
animals or who may be called in by a veterinary surgeon. After a general descriptive 
introduction there follow chapters on general physiology of the muscle, on trauma, 
and on muscle action, all clearly illustrated. Strain and sprain are then dealt with and 
finally the actual treatment is discussed technically. (636-1)

The recipes are international but the emphasis 
is on good, simple French fare, though M. Conil does not despise such food as Irish 
Stew, American Waffles or Apple and Blackberry Pie. The book is full of detailed 
information and covers everything that a home cook should know.

The author has for twenty years studied the colour process in photography, and 

particularly the making of natural colour prints. Both amateur and advanced workers 

are given much practical advice in the various processes of colour reproduction. 

Until quite recently the making of colour prints has been a complex and lengthy 

procedure involving the making of three separation negatives, but with present 

up-to-date methods they can now be made direct on to paper coated with three 
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emulsion layers known as integral tripack processes. Many other methods are dealt 
with in this book: the evolution of integral tripack materials, ansco colour printon, 
agfa-color, pakolor, synthacolor paper, trichrome carbro, dye-transfer, duxochrome 
and colour development. An extremely useful chapter on the lay-out and equipment 
of the workroom is included.

A good, realistic biography, which brings out clearly Liszt’s puzzling character and 
the phases of his eventful life as composer, virtuoso, teacher, conductor and abbé. 
Dr. Beckett draws on some unused sources for the account of the visit to England in 
1840, and has found some striking new portraits. In the short space at his disposal, 
he describes the chief characteristics of Liszt’s enormous output, which he divides 
into seven broad categories. The comments on familiar works are as illuminating as 
the remarks on some of the little known master-pieces from Liszt’s last years.

In this exhaustive survey and analysis of the development of modern jazz since 1939, 
the authors have succeeded in producing an enlightening and entertaining book on a 
subject of ever-growing interest. It is a systematic attempt to cover almost every 
school and branch of the modern jazz movement and its emergence from the Negro 
style of free improvisation and the more commercial jazz of the nineteen-thirties. 
A detailed picture of the American jazz world, its personalities, jazz clubs, halls and 
recording studios makes it an invaluable study and textbook for those interested in 
all facets of music.

In this capable guide to the setting of plays Miss Lambourne traces, in an introductory 
chapter, the history and influence of early stages, and then gives practical advice, 
based on her own experience, on planning the framework of a stage, on curtain 
settings, the making of scenery, the designing and painting of settings, the dressing of 
the stage and the production of a play. The play chosen as an example is The Scarlet 
Pimpernel, and its four changes of scene, with the front and back stage organisation, 
are minutely described. The illustrations and the sketches, plans and diagrams will in 
themselves have interest and inspiration for those studying and practising the art of 
stage design.

In 1952 Len Hutton became the first professional cricketer to captain England in 
international test matches. At the end of the 1955 season he retired from first-class 
cricket and in this book he tells the story of the four exciting years of his captaincy, 
during which England did not once lose a series of test matches. In the course of his 
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account of the games in which he took part, he has many strong opinions to offer on 
the game generally. He deals boldly with controversial matters and has suggestions, 
based on long experience, for the improvement of cricket which will undoubtedly 
command the attention of cricket legislators and others interested in the future of the 
game.

THE GOLFER’S HANDBOOK, 1956. 53rd year of publication. Golfer’s 
Handbook (Edinburgh), 25s. 1956. 19°5 cm. 1,078 pages, Illustrations. Tables.

This Handbook, full of useful information for the golfer, contains detailed sections 
on the Rules of Golf, Decisions on the Rules of Golf, Championships—Conditions 
and Results (both British and Foreign)—Internationals, and Important Competitions. 
There is a Who’s Who in Golf, and a detailed Golf Club, Hotel, House Agent, 
Motor Garage and Railway Directory of the United Kingdom, arranged alphabetic- 
ally by names of places. A Continental Section includes many clubs in Europe, and 
there are separate sections on Canadian Golf Clubs, and on Other Overseas Clubs 
outside Europe. There is much miscellaneous information of all kinds spread through- 
out the Handbook, of great interest both to the professional and to the general 
reader.

THE FORBIDDEN MOUNTAIN. Fernand Navarra. Translated from the 
French by Michael Legat.

This is the story of the French Expedition to Mount Ararat in 1952. The purpose of 
the expedition was quite simply to find the Ark. Despite an occasionally awkward 
translation, the book successfully conveys the excitement of the ascent of the 
mountain and of the later journey to a glacier at 13,000 feet where, the author claims, 
the outline of the Ark is still visible. The passages relating to this momentous 
discovery are painfully brief and perhaps not wholly convincing: it is hoped that 
another expedition equipped with radar and submarine telescopes will solve the 
mystery. Meanwhile, the account contains many sidelights about an inaccessible part 
of Turkey. (796-52) 


STARLIGHT AND STORM. The Ascent of Six Great North Faces of the 
Alps. Gaston Rébuffat. Translated from the French by Wilfrid Noyce and Sir 
John Hunt. Foreword by Sir John Hunt. Dent, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 144 pages. 
37 photographs. 7 maps and diagrams. Glossary. Index. 

Rébuffat is a young Chamonix guide who since his early days has always had a 

passion for mountains. He is also one of the most brilliant mountaineers of the present 

day, and has not only carried out many of the most difficult climbs in the Alps but 
also took part in the French Expedition to Annapurna in the Himalaya. In this book 
he describes his climbs up six of the great North faces, all of them being extremely 
severe. Rébuffat’s descriptive writing of these exciting ventures is highly graphic. 
He has been well served by his translators. (796-52) 


‘MOTOR CYCLING’ YEAR BOOK, 10956. Edited by R. A. B. 
Cook, in association with the staff of Motor Cycling. Temple Press, 10s.6d. 1956.

An excellent edition of this popular motor-cycling annual, and one which cannot 

fail to interest all motor cycling enthusiasts whether they be riders or spectators. 

In addition to the usual technical and sports features, there are sketch plans of the 

ten ‘classic’ Grand Prix European motor cycle circuits, with descriptions of each 
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circuit, appendices giving specifications, and records and results of sporting events, 
and among the new chapters is one by Geoff Duke reviewing the main racing events 
in which he participated during the past year.

The first contains a review of automobile technical development 
and specifications of numerous 1955 British cars, the second a survey and record of 

the major car events held in 1955.

It includes comment on the choice of a suitable craft, British 
and Continental competitions, safety precautions, quiet water-way cruising, the 
excitements of rough-water work and valuable data about navigable oul and 
rivers in Britain and elsewhere, methods of packing gear and the like. This little book 
should be of value to all beginner-canoeists and of interest to many who are more

The author, a world trick-riding champion, presents in a simple and pictorial manner 
the skills and techniques necessary to master this fascinating pastime.

With this sense of realism the story aptly conveys that elusive magic which makes the 
tracker’s experience of the wild goose and its surroundings unforgettable and worth 
all the discomfort and often barren results. As the author points out, the charm lies 
in the chase and not in the infrequent kill.

THE THOUGHT AND CULTURE OF THE ENGLISH 
RENAISSANCE. An Anthology of Tudor Prose, 1481-1555. Edited by 
Elizabeth M. Nugent. Cambridge University Press, 37s.6d. 1956. 20°5 cm. 724 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This informative anthology is designed to portray the impact of Renaissance ideas 

upon Englishmen through a carefully planned selection from the writings of the 
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riod. The material is arranged according to subject and interest, each main section 
Seine introduced in a general essay by a specialist and cach excerpt in a brief 
biographical and explanatory preface. The sections—Tudor Humanists, The Political 
and Social Order, Sermons and Religious Treatises, Chronicles and Histories, 
Romances and Tales—contain representative passages drawn from a wide variety of 
sources. A learned collection of great value to students of history and literature on all 
levels, it includes much that is difficult of access from manuscripts and early printed 
books, but the spelling has been modernised, obscurities elucidated, Latin humanist 
prose given in translation, and sufficient historical information supplied to enable 
passages to speak for themselves. A more adequate index would have been an 
advantage.

POETRY AND PROSE OF JOHN DONNE. Selected and edited with 
an introduction by A. Desmond Hawkins. Reprint. Nelson, 6s. 1956. 16 cm. 
480 pages. (Nelson Classics) 

This is an exceptionally attractive edition, for the general reader, of the greatest of 

the seventeenth-century metaphysical poets. It contains twenty-five pages of Donne’s 

letters, forty-two pages of passages from his sermons, and a copious selection of his 

best love poems, epigrams, elegies, satires, verse letters and religious poetry. The book 

is well produced. (821-3) 


THE COUNTRY PARSON and Selected Poems. George Herbert. Edited 
with an Introduction by Hugh Martin. S.C.M. Press, 8s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 126 pages. 
(A Treasury of Christian Books) 

George Herbert is, next to Donne, the most important of the religious ‘metaphysical’ 

poets of the 17th century. There are, in fact, striking resemblances between the lives 

of the two poets: the early striving for secular preferment, for instance, or the self- 
examination which led to, but did not end with, their ordination. Herbert’s humility, 
though, is where resemblances end, and this quality is brought out clearly in The 

Country Parson which is really a set of rules for conduct, the outward laws arising 

from what Aldous Huxley has called the ‘inner weather’ of Herbert’s poems. The 

selection from the poems is admirable and, all in all, this book is an excellent intro- 
duction to Herbert for the general reader, although the student may require some- 

thing more than Mr. Martin’s few footnotes and very brief Introduction. —_ (821-4) 


IN THE FIRE. Thomas Blackburn. Putnam, 7s.6d. 1956. 22°5 cm. 32 pages. 

This collection of poems shows a higher level of technical skill, and a greater 
proportion of thoroughly successful poems, than either of Mr. Blackburn’s previous 
books. He is concerned with reaching permanent truths about the human being 
in love by an examination and celebration of the moods, feverish, cruel, grief-stricken, 
of the ruling passion. More often than not he succeeds, and one suspects it is because 
he has submitted to an apprenticeship under a master—Yeats. These are not, however, 
literary poems; Mr. Blackburn has completely assimilated and, it appears, experienced 
the parts of Yeats’s work that appeal to him. The result is very encouraging; this 
poet is one well worth reading. 821-9) 


English Fiction 

L. H. MYERS. A Critical Study. G. H. Bantock. Cape and University College 
(Leicester), 158. 1956. 22° cm. 168 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 

L. H. Myers (1881-1944) was a ‘difficult’ and fastidious author, little interested in the 

techniques which bring popularity to a novelist. But his books won the praise of the 
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most discriminating critics of his day and an authoritative assessment of his work, 
such as this, was long overdue. Mr. Bantock is clearly right in singling out The 
Root and The Flower, an historical novel of 16th century India, as Myers’ greatest 
achievement. He stresses the profoundly moral nature of Myers’ fiction and his 
peculiarly keen insight into conventional standards of behaviour, but is aware of 
his weakness as a descriptive writer. (823-9)

MAALESH: A Theatrical Tour in the Middle-East. Jean Cocteau. Translated 
from the French by Mary C. Hoeck. Peter Owen, 16s. 1956. 22 cm. 136 pages.

In the spring of 1949 M. Cocteau toured Egypt, Greece and Turkey with a 

distinguished French company performing Racine and several of his own plays. 

This is a scrapbook of his journey—impressions of travel, landscape, the theatre, 

antiquities and personalities. It is all thrown off in his characteristically casual manner, 

in which the scrappiness and self-importance of the writing are constantly redeemed 

by flashes of descriptive brilliance. There are several charming drawings of Egyptian 

subjects by the author and a less interesting selection of photographs. (910-4) 


PIONEERS OF THE SEVEN SEAS. Alan Villiers. Routledge & Kegan 
Paul, 16s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 230 pages. 23 photographs. 14 line drawings and charts. 
Index. 

The author, who is noted both as a student of nautical affairs and a practical sailor, 

has in this volume given a bird’s eye view of the development of ships and the life 

and work of some of the great explorers from the time of the ancient Egyptians to 

modern marine engineering. Though written as a popular work, it is based on a 

deep and detailed knowledge of the subject, and avoids the pitfalls that such a wide 


sweep of subject might encounter. (910-4) 


MY SHIP IS SO SMALL. Ann Davison. Peter Davies, 16s. 1956. 20°5 cm. 
296 pages. 18 photographs (1 in colour). Map. Glossary. 
‘Everyone has a breaking-point, and am rapidly approaching mince’. So wrote 
Mrs. Davison laconically in the course of her cross-Atlantic journey, the first to have 
been made by a woman single-handed. She may have approached disaster, but she 
did not reach it, and she survived to write a record of achievement. Her 23-foot 
yacht, Felicity Ann, made her way from Plymouth to Douarnenez, thence to Vigo and 
Gibraltar, Las Palmas, Dominica, the Bahamas, Miami and New York. It was by no 
means Mrs. Davison’s first adventure, but the most protracted of her earlier ones 
ended in tragedy and the loss of her husband and her boat, so that the successful 
reward of this remarkable passage was felt as doubly sweet. The writing is graphic, 
and at times delightful. (910-45) 


LIFE IN SHETLAND. A World Apart. Ursula Venables. Oliver & Boyd, 
15s. 1956. 22 cm. 182 pages. 12 photographs. Illustrations in text, endpaper 
illustration and frontispiece map drawn by the author. 


An account of five years spent in a crofter’s cottage in Noss, a remote township on 
the western cliffs of Shetland, which was inhabited as far back as the Middle Ages. 
In recording the daily life of the community, which works intensively through the 
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brief months of summer and then hibernates indoors through the wild winter, 
accounts are given of many old customs and crafts and of encounters with local 
characters. In addition, there are descriptions of some of the lesser known islands and 
studies of bird and animal life, which add to the informative details with which this 
book is packed. (914°) 


A PORCH AT MY DOOR. Rex Matthews. Jenkins, 15s. 1956. 22 cm. 
192 pages. 14 photographs. 1 drawing. 4 plans. 
The English countryside that runs along the Welsh border, its people, traditions and 
problems are here described, and sometimes almost dissected, with skill, understanding 
and good humour. The author recounts how he searched for and at last found a 
cottage and garden—at a price he could afford—in which to spend his retirement. 
Finding and settling into the new home were not without trials and difficulties but 
enthusiasm and perseverance triumphantly overcame them. With its many vivid 
pen-portraits of picturesque personalitics, this is an entertaining and, at times, a really 
hilarious story. (914:2) 


THE SEASIDE POCKET COMPANION. Hugh Stoker. Hutchinson, 
12s.6d. 1956. 18-5 cm. 280 pages. 8 photographs. Numerous drawings by Dennis 
and Barbara Young.

This little book is likely to prove a godsend to the parent on holiday whose children 

harry him with questions about lobsters, smugglers, crabs, seabirds, prawns, boats, 

tides and the weather. It should be equally valuable to the uninitiated adult who 
wants to know something about the inexhaustibly interesting life of the seashore 
and wishes to acquire his knowledge without serious study. Most readers who have 
any acquaintance with the seashore, no matter how slight, should find this Pocket 
Companion a useful addition to their luggage.

INTRODUCING .WEST WALES. Maxwell Fraser. Methuen, 18s. 1956.

In this volume the well-known topographical writer concentrates her attention on 
two counties, Carmarthenshire and Pembrokeshire. The latter is becoming every 
summer more and more popular as a holiday ground, but is still one of the least spoilt 
counties in the kingdom, and its fascinating coast is now fortunately preserved as a 
National Park. The author provides much out-of-the-way information, mainly 
historical or concerned with local worthies, but her copious notes on preachers and 
hymn-writers will probably be of more interest to Welsh than to English readers.

A travel book about Spain with an original approach: Spain is not one country but 
many, and Galicia, for instance, in the North-west of the peninsula, is quite unlike 
Andalusia. The charm of Galicia is none the less real and Grapes and Granite is an 
account of a journey through this province, written by an experienced and tireless 
traveller who is as cael in people as in things. A book that will please all lovers 
of Spain, it will especially interest those looking for somewhere to spend a holiday 
off the usual track. With this thought in mind an appendix has been added which 
gives useful hints about hotels in Galicia and a word on the climate there. (914°6)

This is no ordinary travel book on Portugal. The authors have written a work which 

may fairly claim to be at once imaginative and accurate, comprehensive and 

penetrating. They visit all the provinces in turn and describe the principal features 
of interest to tourists. But their approach is wholly original, for they repeatedly 
experience the ‘moment of truth’ and their vivid observations on Portuguese art 
and architecture, painting and pre-history, bull-fighting, folk-lore, social customs and 
religious festivals are instinct with sympathy and understanding. Useful guide- 
appendices deal frankly with hotels, tourist areas, restaurants, food and wine, port 
wine, recipes and roads, and there are regional sketch-maps and a useful bibliography.

The pictures show the countryside of 
some of the European and Asiatic parts of the U.S.S.R., ancient monuments and 
contemporary technical achievements, agriculture, and the way of life and work of 
the inhabitants. The concise and informative introduction, together with the useful 
notes on the illustrations, greatly enhance the value of the book. (914°7) 


THE LYCIAN SHORE. Freya Stark. Murray, 25s. 1956. 23-5 cm. 216 pages. 
Photographs and drawings by the author. Title page wood engraving by Reynolds 
Stone. 3 maps. Chronology. Bibliography. Index. 

This volume is the second of the series (the first was Ionia) in which Miss Stark has 

opened up a territory scarcely touched by the modern traveller—the southern fringe 

of Asia Minor with its ancient Greek settlements. She explores this inaccessible coast 
in the only practicable way, by leisurely journeys in a motorised caique. As a voyage 
of discovery alone the book is of intense interest for its exploration of beautiful and 
little known landscapes and unfamiliar ruins. But it records a journey into time as 
well as into space. Travellers, Miss Stark contends, having no illusions of stability, 
are closer than many people to the meaning of events, and these landscapes with 
their half-buried monuments have inspired some of the finest prose Miss Stark has 
yet written on the significance of ancient history and the mutability of human effort. 
Her photographs as usual are of outstanding excellence. (915-61) 


SOUTHERN AFRICA: TO-DAY AND YESTERDAY. A. W. Wells. 
Dent, 30s. 1956. 22 cm. $12 pages. $0 photographs. 2 maps. Bibliography. Index. 
This book represents a complete revision of one originally published in 1939 and twice 
revised, entitled South Africa: A Planned Tour. The altered title is partly due to the 
inclusion of sections on the Rhodesias and Nyasaland and partly to the shift of 
emphasis from the guide book aspect (the map section has been reduced) to a more 
general picture. While unquestionably very useful to any visitor to the Union or the 
Federation, the volume will also be a mine of information for anyone interested in 
those countries. There are useful accounts of recent industrial developments and of 
important figures of the present and immediate past. The illustrations and production 
are attractive. (916-8) 
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NORTHERN TRADER. H. S. M. Kemp. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), 
$3.50. 1956. 21 cm. 254 pages. 
The author writes from first-hand experience of the primitive Canadian North of 
the early 1900's. His imagination fired by Fenimore Cooper, Ballantyne and Edward 
Stewart White, he joined the Hudson’s Bay Company at seventeen and soon became 
an experienced Northman and trader. After the war he went back to Northern 
Saskatchewan with his wife and two children to run the trading post at Red Earth, 
the home ground of the Crees and Chipewayans. Here they entered freely into the 
life of the Indians, speaking their language and serving them in the roles of doctor, 
nurse, adviser, banker, organist, undertaker, as well as storekeepers. Life was 
adventurous, but often dangerous. The story is told with great feeling and simplicity 
and with some nostalgia for the North as it was before the advent of the aeroplane.

POLITICS WITHOUT PREJUDICE. A Political Appreciation of the 
Rt. Hon. Richard Austen Butler, C.H., M.P. Ralph Harris. Staples Press, 12s.6d.

Since becoming Conservative member of Parliament for Saffron Walden, in 1929, 
Mr. Butler has risen to important heights in British politics. As President of the Board 
of Education he was mainly responsible for the Education Act of 1944 (the ‘Butler 
Act’), which extensively reorganised the country’s educational system. From 1951 to 
1955 he was Chancellor of the Exchequer, since when he has been Lord Privy Seal and 
Leader of the House of Commons. Mr. Harris’s description of his personality 
and career, with sidelights on his life at home, can be warmly recommended to the 
general reader. (92) 


INDOMITABLE FRIEND. The Life of Corder Catchpool, 1883-1952. 
William R. Hughes. Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. 1956. 22-5 cm. 246 pages. 2 plates. 
Corder Catchpool was a distinguished Quaker who dedicated his life to the cause of 
world peace. His conscientious scruples caused him to abandon ambulance work in 
the First World War, and he suffered imprisonment for two years. From 1939, he 
became a roving ambassador for peace, and this arresting biography describes the 
organisation of assistance to Jews in Germany, persistent appeals to the Nazis for 
better treatment of prisoners in concentration camps, relief work in Vienna and a 
campaign against obliteration bombing. His invincible gentleness, it was said, was of 
a revolutionary character. (92) 


JOHN CLARE: HIS LIFE AND POETRY. John and Anne Tibble. 
Heinemann, 25s. 1956. 22°5 cm. 228 pages. 19 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Clare’s place and reputation in English poetry are still matters of dispute and many 
fresh discoveries concerning his life and the text of his poems have been made during 
the last thirty years. Professor and Mrs. Tibble, who have long been among the most 
devoted modern authorities on Clare have reissued their critical biography, first 
published in 1932. The new edition, containing an invaluable bibliography and list 
of sources, is indispensable to any serious Student of the subject: its greatest value is 
on the biographical side, especially for its account of the dealings of poets, publishers 
and patrons in the early 19th century, and for its examination of the nature of Clare’s 
madness.

This edition of about 1,800 letters, mainly from original manuscripts, will bri 

together for the first time all the known letters of Coleridge (1772-1834). A third 

have not been published before and the discovery of holographs of most of them has 
restored omissions from previous editions. Coleridge wrote the 641 letters in these 
first two volumes between the ages of thirteen and thirty-four. They do much to 
reveal the tremendous influence Coleridge had on his contemporaries which cannot 
wholly be accounted for from his poems, his penetrating original literary criticism 

and his philosophical work. Though no finished letter writer, he shows himself as a 

conversationalist whose maturing genius and full mind set him many tasks which 

a man of his temperament and weak will could not really perform. Unsystematic as 

are the fragments and ideas of unrealised books throughout the letters, they show the 

impact he must have made on his correspondents. The comprehensive index offers a 

sure guide through the letters and is but one feature of the competent and scholarly 

editing.

SIR KENELM DIGBY: The Ornament of England, 1603-1665. R. T. 
Petersson. Cape, 25s. 1956. 22°5 cm. 366 pages. 4 sleet Notes. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The author can fairly claim that this biography is the first comprehensive study of a 

remarkable man who touched the life of the 17th century in almost all its varied 

aspects. It is based on a full study of all the available documentary evidence, and deep 
acquaintance with the voluminous writings of Digby himself. This material has been 
conscientiously sifted, and the result is a fine study, not likely to be surpassed in the 
near future. An interesting character, Digby was the friend of scientists, mathema- 
ticians, philosophers, artists, and poets, he helped to found the Royal Society, he 
ranged widely over all fields of knowledge. He was extraordinarily credulous, but 
he had a genuine scientific curiosity. The author writes easily, and wears his learning 
lightly. His standards of scholarship are high, but he never loses sight of a wider 
non-specialist reading public. (92) 


THEIR LAWFUL OCCASIONS. Herbert Edwards. Percival Marshall, 15s. 
1956. 22°5 cm. 256 pages. II photographs. 
Captain Edwards is one of the rare sea-officers who, beginning his career in the 
Merchant Service, transferred to the Royal Navy and rose to high rank. He told his 
earlier story in Under Four Flags; this new book is almost entirely concerned with 
his experiences as a junior naval officer just before the First World War, at sea and 
ashore in Flanders during its course, as Governor of the Royal Merchant Navy School 
between the wars, and when recalled to service for World War II. He tells a breezy 
story, and his slips are rare; one of them occurs on page 12 where he credits the 
R.A.F. with an independent existence as early as 1913. (92) 


THE ARCHBISHOP AND THE LADY. The Story of Fénelon and Madame 
Guyon. Michael de la Bedoyére. Collins, 16s. 1956. 22 cm. 256 pages. 4 illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The story of the curious friendship between Madame Guyon and Archbishop 

Fénelon, and the serious repercussions it had on French society has been told many 

times. The young widow with strong inclinations towards mysticism aroused much 
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controversy in Louis XIV’s court, where some saw her as a heretic, and some a witch. 
Fénelon regarded her as an inspired religious teacher, and his support for her involved 
him with Bossuet and the Papacy. The author writes as a catholic, deeply interested 
in the implications of the personal conflict, and his thoughtful study is concerned 
with the profound spiritual issues involved. Designed for a popular rather than a 
learned audience, his book is a restrained, clear, and moving account of a struggle 
where the cause of individual freedom was at stake. (92)

During and after the First World War and again in the Second World War Heinkel 

designed several types of most efficient aircraft. In fact, he claims to have invented 

in 1941 the first jet-plane to fly—the He. 280. In the course of this important and 
successful work he met many famous people—among them Hitler, Goering, von 

Richthofen, Udet, Todt, and Milch. He brings out clearly the numerous obstructions 

and idiosyncracies he met with in his dealings with the Nazi chiefs. After a few years 

of enforced idleness he is now working on car and engine parts. He. 1000 is a well 

told story of a remarkable man. (92) 


EASTERN APPROACHES. Fitzroy Maclean. Reprint. Pan Books, 3s.6d. 
1956. 18 cm. 414 pages. 11 photographs. 3 maps. Paper covers. 
In this book, first published in 1949, Fitzroy Maclean gives a lively account of his 
many travels and adventures in Asia and the Near East both before and during the 
Second World War. Probably his most profitable and interesting assignment was 
his contact with Tito after being parachuted into Yugoslavia (he commanded the 
British Military Mission to Yugoslav partisans, 1943-45). He is now Under-Secretary 
of State for War. (92) 


SIR WALTER RALEIGH. Philip Magnus. Collins, 8s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 
158 pages. Frontispiece. 3 maps. Chronology. (Brief Lives) 
Sir Walter Raleigh is discussed as a product of his times. The conditions and 
characteristics of Elizabethan England are outlined to show the opportunities that 
could be exploited by a man of Raleigh’s temperament and versatility. He is seen as 
an explorer, coloniser, naval leader, courtier and man of letters, and the vicissitudes 
of his public career are contrasted with his calm domestic life. Raleigh’s individualism, 
it is concluded, could not exist in Jacobean England. This brilliant little biography 
brings its subject to life within the setting of a great historical period. (92) 


PRIME MINISTER OF MIRTH. The Biography of Sir George Robey, 
C.B.E. A. E. Wilson. Odhams Press, 18s. 1956. 23 cm. 256 pages. 35 photographs. 
Index. 

The dramatic critic, A. E. Wilson, tells here the story of one of the most popular of 

English music-hall comedians (1869-1954). George Robey almost suddenly leapt to 

fame when at twenty-one he discarded the profession of civil engineer to go on the 

halls. From this point the biography becomes a fascinating account of entertainment 
in the thirty or so halls in London and in provincial towns and cities. From music- 
hall to pantomime Robey continued to delight audiences and as the ‘dame’ in this 
new ficld he was unsurpassed. Later he appeared in revue, operetta, musical comedy, 
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and in 1935 as Falstaff in Henry IV, Part 1. Mr. Wilson dwells also on George Robey’s 
other activities, as cricketer, caricaturist, maker of violins, and on his generosity and 
kindliness which with his artistry won him the C.B.E. and finally a knighthood.

Canon Guy Rogers might have been elevated to the episcopal bench but for the fact 
that the growth of rigorism in the Church of England did not accord with his liberal 
outlook. In this attractive autobiography, he gives a lively account of his early years 
in Ireland, his experience as chaplain, his ministry in London and his remarkable work 
as Rector of Birmingham. As a member of the lower house of Convocation he took 
a prominent part in debates. He is a valiant fighter and may yet live to see the triumph 


of the causes to which he devoted his strength. (92)

There can be few modern thinkers who have lived so consistently upon the 
intellectual plane as Santayana. Throughout a ‘writing life’ of sixty years, he poured 
forth words so beautifully patterned and grouped as to become transparent to the 
thought underlying them. His correspondence falls short of his books in quality 
only by reason of its inevitable intermittency; but Mr. Cory, the close friend of his 
last twenty-five years, is right in his claim that much of this material is worthy of 
preservation. Excellently produced and annotated with skill, the present collection 
is best approached by way of the letters singled out by the editor for their profundity; 
the reader can thereafter take his choice according to mood, taste, and interest.

During his seventy years in journalism the author, now aged ninety, served with a 
number of noted editors, including J. A. Spender and H. W. Massingham. His vivid 
descriptions of their personalities and methods are interwoven with a survey of the 
political and social background and of newspaper conditions during the latter years 
of the roth century and the earlier years of the 20th. There is also an entertaining 
account of the birth and remarkable growth of The Countryman, the magazine owned 
and edited by the author for twenty-one years which circulates over most of the 
world. This leads to discussion of the roles of owner, editor and advertiser. The 
book is particularly valuable as a record—often the only record readily available 
to the historian—of many important events and developments in British journalism.

The critic in question was Reginald Golding Bright, a young man who forced 

himself upon Shaw’s at‘ention in the mid-nineties. The correspondence is frequent 

for seven years and lasts spasmodically till 1928; it is interspersed with various 

dramatic notices and interviews with Shaw written by Golding himself. Though 

hardly up to the standard of Shaw’s more famous letters, it is a lively series full of 
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provocative good sense as to how the critic should conduct his life as well as his 
writings. There are some amusing sidelights on Shaw’s relations with his contemp- 
oraries such as Ellen Terry and Sir Henry Irving. (92) 


I PRESUME. Stanley’s Triumph and Disaster. Ian Anstruther. Bles, 18s. 1956. 
225 cm. 222 pages. 8 plates. Map. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
This is the biography of H. M. Stanley down to the year 1871. His triumph was the 
‘finding’ of David Livingstone at Ujiji, the disaster the unexpected and ill-conceived 
reception which Stanley later met with in London. The author has searched the 
records diligently and to much purpose, and his character sketches of the protagonists 
go far to explain the peculiar course of events. It may surprise many to learn that 
events on Stanley’s arrival in New York were not dissimilar, and that the man 
responsible for the failure of Stanley’s American lecture tour was his employer, 
James Gordon Bennett. Mr. Anstruther perhaps makes a little too much of the 
disaster, and does not bring out fully Livingstone’s true stature, but in all other 
respects this is a most illuminating and attractive book. (92) 


OUR SAMOAN ADVENTURE. Fanny and Robert Louis Stevenson. 
With a Three-Year Diary by Mrs. Stevenson now published for the first time 
together with Rare Photographs from family albums. Edited with an Introduction 
and Notes by Charles Neider. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 21s. 1956. 22 cm. 288 pages. 
42 illustrations. Index. 

Those who are fascinated by the adventure of settling on a South Sea island, as well 

as those who admire the works of Robert Louis Stevenson, will enjoy this recently 

discovered diary of his years in Samoa, written by his wife. She records here in 
straightforward prose the day-to-day happenings of the household, where Stevenson, 
when not busy writing, and everyone else built, explored, cooked, weeded and made 

a garden by clearing the forest. Where Fanny leaves a gap of days or weeks, passages 

from Stevenson’s letters have been included, which help to bring the scene to life, 

and a number of hitherto unpublished snapshots add to the interest of the book.

This quiet-mannered but most individual autobiography begins with the author’s 
Victorian childhood in the Scots lowlands. It proceeds through an active youth and 
middle life of teaching, travelling, learning, observing, with a spell of service in the 
armed forces in World War I. Now, in her distinguished age, Miss Talbot, who 
unexpectedly inherited Lacock Abbey in Wiltshire, most serene of quiet houses, 
looks back on a well spent life, as full of enjoyment as of thoughtful actions. Lacock 
Abbey held one of the priceless copies of the Magna Carta. Miss Talbot presented 
this to the nation, and she has also made over her home itself to the care of the 
National Trust. Her account of her inheritance, rich in history, is an integral part of 
a very gracious chronicle. (92) 


THE CHALLENGING SKY. The Life of Sir Alliott Verdon-Roe. L. zs 
Ludovici. Preface by Lord Sempill. Jenkins, 15s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 158 pages. 31 
illustrations.

The firm of A. V. Roe is perhaps best known for the production of three famous 

types of aircraft—the Avro 504, the Lancaster Bomber and the Anson—and it is 
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interesting to trace in this book the ancestry of these fine modern aircraft. They are 
descended from the little 9 h.p. aeroplane which Alliott Verdon-Roe invented and 
in which he made the first powered flight in England in 1907. It is possibly not so 
surprising to hear that Roe’s activities met with continual obstruction and opposition 
from official and other quarters, but, fortunately for the Commonwealth, this 
remarkable inventor persevered until he had overcome all obstancles successfully. 
In L. J. Ludovici this outstanding pioneer has a sympathetic biographer. (92) 


WILLIAM III. David Ogg. Collins, 8s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 140 pages. Frontispiece. 
Chronology. Bibliography. (Brief Lives) 
In his revaluation of William III (1689-1701) the author shows the formative in- 
fluences of family, domestic and foreign politics on William’s character, aims and 
statesmanship before his accession. The trends of events in James II’s reign that led to 
the revolution of 1689, and the changes consequent on William’s rule as a parliament- 
ary sovereign, are contrasted. Mr. Ogg then balances William’s failure and success 
as a ruler, general and diplomatist, and sums up the developments of English 
civilisation directly or indirectly associated with William’s rule. This illuminating, 
well informed survey successfully reveals William III and his achievements not only 
in the perspective of history but as they appeared to contemporaries. (92)

SCOTS HERALDRY. A Practical Handbook on the Historical Principles 
and Modern Application of the Art and Science. Sir Thomas Innes of Learny. 
2nd edition, revised. Oliver & Boyd, 42s. 1956. 25 cm. 272 pages. 46 plates (some 
in colour). 106 illustrations in text. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

This textbook on Scottish heraldry first appeared in 1934. The second edition follows 

the same order of chapters but new material has been incorporated, enlarging the 

book by more than seventy pages, and the number of illustrations increased. The 
author is Lyon King of Arms, the chief heraldic authority, under the Crown, in 

Scotland. He skilfully combines the study of the general science of heraldry with 

special application to Scotland, considering at the same time the modern uses of 

Scottish heraldry both in private and public coats of arms. Since Scottish heraldry 

differs in several important respects from that of England, the laws of registration 

and cadency being more strictly enforced, this is an essential textbook for the student 
of heraldry and all those interested in Scottish antiquarianism. (929°6)

THE WORLD OF ODYSSEUS. M. I. Finley. Foreword by Sir Maurice 
Bowra. Chatto & Windus, 15s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 192 pages. 2 maps. Bibliography.

Dr. Finley, a Lecturer in Classics at Cambridge, has produced an interesting book on 

the sociology of the Homeric world. The structure of household, family and 

community, economic relationships, the social and moral codes, and the religious 
outlook, of the heroic age are discussed and illustrated by anthropological observations 
and comparisons. There is no quotation in Greek, but there are frequent references to 
passages in the Iliad and the Odyssey. The book is substantially a re-issue of one 
published in America for readers ignorant of Greek; its chief interest will, therefore, be 
for general readers curious about early Greek civilisation. (938)

MacARTHUR: 1941-1951. Victory in the Pacific. Charles A. Willoughby 
and John Chamberlain. Heinemann, 42s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 428 pages. 17 photographs. 
26 maps and diagrams. Index. 

A major contribution to the bibliography of World War II and the campaigns in 

Korea. An outstanding commander and strategist, General MacArthur is a man of 

physical tougness and great moral and spiritual strength, and these qualities are 

clearly defined here. The book does not exaggerate his military achievements, which 
will stand on their own merits, but it sometimes does the General a disservice by 
taking a distorted view of contemporary events elsewhere. The accounts of Mac- 

Arthur’s direction of the war in the Pacific, his able administration of Japan after 

defeat and his command in Korea are well told but are lacking in the details of battles 

and of the General’s methods, which were bold, flexible and far-sighted. The final 
chapter deals with his dismissal and his public statements that led to it. The book is 
essential reading for students of military history and should appeal to the general

BORN TO PLY. Exploits of the War’s Great Fighter Aces. Georges Blond. 
Translated from the French by Mervyn Savill. Souvenir Press, 16s. 1956. 22 cm. 
208 pages. 18 photographs. 

In this tribute to bravery in the air in World War II the pilots are drawn from all 

nations. The author gets deep into the varied characters and provides a book that 

should thrill readers of all ages. We read of Cunningham, Britain’s foremost night- 
fighter; Beurling from Canada playing his brilliant part in the defence of Malta; 

Jean Maridor of the Free French; the German aces, Mélders and Graf; America’s 

Larsen, and Bong and McGuire in their intense personal competition; the Russian 

fighter, Kojedoub, with his sixty-two victories; the ‘Acrosiluratori’ of Italy who 

specialised in pin-point bombing at sea; and, finally, the suicide pilots of Japan.

OPEN THE PORTS. The Story of Human Minesweepers. J. Grosvenor 
and L. M. Bates. Kimber, 18s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 200 pages. 8 photographs. 

This book, written by a nautical journalist and an R.N.V.R. officer who served in 

World War II with what were known as the ‘P’ Parties, the groups of experts who 

rendered ports usable by invasion forces, is written with much skill. It is not always 

realised how sustained and ingenious was the German mining effort. It was defeated 
by a combination of resource, experience, speed and cold courage. Incident after 
incident, between the capture of Bizerta early in 1943 and the end of the conflict in 

Europe, is described in all its tenseness, and it is soon apparent that it was problems 

which were faced and defeated earlier in the war which made the record of the later 

‘P’ Parties such a prolonged success. (940-545)

DUBLIN UNDER THE GEORGES. Constantia Maxwell. 3rd edition, 
revised. Faber, 25s. 1956. 22°5 cm. 350 pages. 36 illustrations. Map. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This revised edition of a widely esteemed work of historical scholarship will be 

welcomed by those who know, and also those who have yet to discover, the 

fascination of Dublin. Dr. Maxwell deals with the period which saw the rise of 

Dublin from virtually a small provincial town to a capital city, and the acquisition 

of that outward form which confers such distinction today. In addition to describing 
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the city’s expansion and the history of its notable buildings, she recreates the 
contemporary citizens, rich and poor—their work, recreation, and intellectual life— 
not as abstractions but as vital and idiosyncratic personalities. A little more information 
on the site and the functional organisation of the city would round off this study, 
which imparts so much information and yet is always sparkling and full of humour.

This is the first issue of a new reference book by the publishers of The World of 
Learning and other reference volumes. After a large section on the United Kingdom 
it deals with each Dominion and Colony, including general articles on their history, 
geography and economics as well as a mass of statistics, lists of societies, members of 
governing bodies, etc. There are also general articles on the Commonwealth. The 
list of contributors is an impressive one and much of the material is not easily 
obtainable elsewhere. The chief defect is the very inadequate indexing which makes 
quick reference difficult. (942) 


A HISTORY OF BRITISH POLITICS FROM THE YEAR 1900. 
Neville Penry Thomas. Jenkins, 16s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 224 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 

In fourteen short, readable chapters Mr. Thomas has managed to bring into perspective 

the main political events of the last fifty-five years in Great Britain’s home and foreign 

affairs. The book covers, for instance, besides the Boer War and first and second 

World Wars, the introduction of old age pensions and national insurance, the 

suffragette movement, the Irish home rule question, unemployment troubles, 

inflation problems and the major changes within the British Commonwealth. Two 

useful appendices give the general election results and the names of the principal 

ministers from 1900 to 1955. It will be a useful work for general consultation.

ESSAYS PRESENTED TO SIR LEWIS NAMIER. Edited by 
Richard Pares and A. J. P. Taylor.

This collection of essays is a tribute to the scholarship of one of the leading English 

historians from colleagues united in a common wish to acknowledge the debt they 

owe him for his help, example and ideas. Namier’s interests have been wide. If his 
major contribution has been in 18th century British history, his personal knowledge 
of east-central Europe and his superb linguistic equipment have given new perspective 

to the liberal and national movements of modern Europe, especially around 1848. 

He is also an acknowledged master in the study of contemporary diplomatic history. 

The contributors to this volume deal with topics in all these fields of British and 

European history. All of them will be acceptable to historians, but the general reader 

will also find much that is illuminating, interesting, and stimulating. (942-063) 


MUTINY AT THE CURRAGH. A. P. Ryan. Macmillan, 18s. 1956.

Mr. Ryan is well known as writer and speaker, particularly on the Edwardian period. 


In this book he recalls the English and Irish controversies of 1912 to 1914 connected 
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with the Irish nationalist movement and especially with the charge (to which there 
was a vigorous counter-charge) that army officers, under Conservative influence, had 
refused to obey the orders of the Liberal Government to march into Ulster. Besides 
consulting both printed and unpublished material, the author has discussed the events 
with some of the leading personalities. His lively conversational style makes the book 
as attractive to the general reader as to the student. (942-082)

SEBASTIANO. Wilfrid Blunt. Barrie, 25s. 1956. 22°5 cm. 310 pages.

Sebastiano Locatelli, a young Bolognese priest, journeyed from Bologna to Paris and 
back in 1664-5. His very detailed diary has never been published in extenso or translated 
into English. Mr. Blunt gives a very full summary, with copious extracts, and a 
commentary of his own. The priest’s record is very frank, not sparing his own short- 
comings, and it gives an intriguing picture of travel and social customs in the 17th 
century. There are vividly contrasting sketches of Paris, with the court of the Roi 
soleil, and the Calvanistic republic of Geneva. Sebastiano was a snob and a prig among 
other things, but this can be forgiven for his intense interest in his surroundings. Mr. 
Blunt, though liable at times to interpose between the cleric and the reader rather 
unnecessarily, has produced an entertaining book. (944-03)

THE CHALLENGE OF SCANDINAVIA. Norway, Sweden, Denmark 
and Finland in Our Time. William L. Shirer. Hale, 21s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 448 pages.

Mr. Shirer has a considerable reputation for shrewd observation and stimulating 
writing. This book should add to it. It examines the position of the Scandinavian 
countries in the world today and gives a condensed, but remarkably detailed, account 
of their political, social and economic development. Mr. Shirer’s massing of material 
is impressive. For the purpose of the book, he has interviewed kings, statesmen, 
diplomats, civil servants and ordinary people, and his reading of background material 
has clearly been prodigious. The result is well worth reading, both as a travel book 
and as a work of reference. There will, inevitably, be argument about some of the 
topics raised, but this should add to the interest of the book, which is well written, 


informative and entertaining. (948)

KAZAK EXODUS. Godfrey Lias. Evans Bros., 15s. 1956. 22 cm.

Between the Altai and the Tien Shan Mountains lies the home of the Kazaks. From 
here, eight years ago, two thousand tribesmen, with their households, herds and flocks, 
migrated from Communist dominion across the mountains into Kashmir, whence, 
at the invitation of Turkey and with the help of the United Nations, they found a 
new home in Turkey. Here the author interviewed the leaders and their families and 
has recorded not only the story of their amazing trek as told by them, but also their 
traditions, customs and legends. The dialogue in the Eastern tradition slows the pace 
of the narrative and some of the drama is lost, but as a record of a little known people 
and a historic exodus it is a most interesting book. (951°6) 
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Pakistan 


THE PAKISTANI WAY OF LIFE. Ishtiaq Husain Qureshi. Heinemann, 
12s.6d. 1956. 22-5 cm. 94 pages. 24 photographs. Bibliography. Index. (’Way of 
Life’ Series) 

A useful contribution to the bibliography of Pakistan and South-East Asian affairs. 

Nine years ago the birth of Pakistan enabled the Muslims of the Indian sub-continent 

to develop their own traditional way of life. In this book various facets of life in 

Pakistan are pieced together. The author, a distinguished historian, is himself a refugee 

from the United Provinces and an enthusiast for the cause of Pakistan. Until recently 

he was Education Minister in the Central Government. He deals sympathetically with 
the problem of Kashmir and sees in it dangerous potentialities. But his criticism of the 
educational system inherited from the British, like that of most Indian and Pakistani 
writers, is onesided. Nevertheless, he succeeds generally in presenting a balanced whole. 
It is a pity that the photograph of the Punjab University (Plate No. 17) is captioned as 
‘a College in the Tribal Area’. (954°7) 


Kenya 
WE BUILT A COUNTRY. J. F. Lipscomb. Faber, 15s. 1956. 22°5 cm. 
214 pages. 

The author settled in Kenya after the First World War and has already, in White 
Africans, given something of the viewpoint of the white settlers in Kenya. This volume 
is an autobiographical account of his years im East Africa and contains an interesting 
narrative of farming life and the development of the country. The outbreak of Mau 
Mau violence is described, but the book ends with the author’s hopes for the eventual 
emergence of a multi-racial state in Kenya in which the ‘white Africans’, for whom 
Mr. Lipscomb is a persuasive spokesman, will have their share. (967-62) 


Canada 


FRANCE AND ENGLAND IN NORTH AMERICA. Francis 
Parkman. A Selection edited with an introduction and notes by Samuel Eliot 
Morison, Faber, 30s. 1956. 22°5 cm. $52 pages. 5 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

The major achievement of the great American historian Francis Parkman (1823-93) 

was his account, in seven volumes, of France and England in North America. In this 

he told, with superb mastery of style and accuracy of research, the story of the first 
two centuries and a half of North American history. It was one of high adventure, 
from the first voyages of the early explorers up the St. Lawrence in the early 16th 
century to the conflicts between British and French colonists and half-tamed Indians, 

culminating in Wolfe’s triumph over the French on the Plains of Abraham (1759) 

which brought French rule in Canada to an end. This great work is not easily acces- 

sible, so Professor Morison has s¢lected about one-seventh of the chapters most 

interesting to modern readers which have best stood the tests of time and has added a 

short, but valuable, biographical essay. (971-01)

INCA ADVENTURE. Bertrand Flornoy. Translated from the French by 
Winifred Bradford. Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 212 pages. 11 illustrations. 
46 drawings in text, including 3 maps. Chronology. Bibliography. Index. 

Bertrand Flornoy, who has travelled extensively and studied the prehistory of South 

America, first re-tells the story of Pizaro’s conquest of Peru, and then goes back three 
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thousand years to relate the origin and development of the Indian kingdoms and the 
eventual emergence of the Incas and their astonishing culture. They were originally 
indigenous to the Amazon basin, as numerous features in their culture suggest, and 
the fate of most of the kingdoms was dependent on their knowledge and use of metals. 
The author uses not only the evidence of recent archaeological investigations but also 
surviving accounts by post-conquest Incas. It is an intriguing story that he has to tell, 
with many obscurities still, and it is not always easy to follow, but its interest justifies 
the effort required. (985-01) 


FICTION 
General 
A WREATH FOR UDOMO. Peter Abrahams. Faber, 15s. 1956. 19 cm. 
310 pages. 

A powerful novel about nationalism in a British colony in Africa. The author, a 
South African of mixed descent, presents the problem not merely as a conflict between 
African and European but rather as struggle between ‘tribalism’—whether African 
or European—and a more generous and realistic attitude to political problems and to 
human beings. Particularly well described are the rivalries, loyalties and betrayals, 
both erotic and political, of the Africans in London and the white women whom they 
love. Udomo, the nationalist who sacrifices both friend and lover to the cause and is 
killed by his own people is a vivid, convincing and rather terrifying figure. 


THE PROPHET. Sholem Asch: Translated by Arthur Saul Super. 
Macdonald, 16s. 1956. 20°5 cm. 332 pages. 

With this novel, based on the life and teaching of the prophet commonly known as 
Second Isaiah, Mr. Asch completes a series of books on biblical themes. The first was 
The Nazarene, and it is fitting that the last in the cycle should treat of one who, some 
five hundred years before the Christian era, portrayed the Suffering Servant. By a 
skilful use of scripture passages and by imaginative word-painting, Mr. Asch recreates 
the Babylonian scene, the splendid ritual, the clash of world powers, the tensions 
among the exiled Jews, and against it pictures the life, teaching and death of a young 
shepherd-prophet. A moving story told with imagination, sympathy and sincerity. 


IMPERIAL WOMAN. Pearl S. Buck. Methuen, 16s. 1956. 21 cm. 
434 pages. 

Tzu Hsi began her career as one of many concubines in the Imperial Palace and rose 
to be one of the greatest rulers China has ever known. Queen Victoria, whom she 
outlived, was her contemporary and it was in her time that the impact of the West 
on the unwieldy Eastern Empire became heavy. This novel is the story of a lovely, 
astute and ruthless woman’s progress to the Dragon Throne, and of her obstinate 
blindness to world events till the Boxer Rising forced her to compromise in her old 
age. The author’s skill and deep knowledge of China has given us a book which all 
will thoroughly enjoy. 


THE HOSANNA MAN. Philip Callow. Cape, 13s.6d. 1956. 19°5 cm. 
222 pages. 

A young, working-class Birmingham man, Louis Paul, moves to a nearby Midland 

city. Through answering an advertisement, he meets an odd group of men, seckers 

after artistic self-expression. The dominant figure among them is nicknamed ‘the 

hosanna man’ because of his wild and changing enthusiasms. When Paul comes across 
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Cathy, life begins to acquire a hitherto unknown stability. This first novel, despite 
a weak plot, communicates to the reader an unusual zest for life and colour. Mr. 
Callow skilfully explores a strange mileu, a kind of contemporary Bohemia that one 
would hardly expect to find right in the middle of an English industrial city. 


THE IRON KING. Maurice Druon. Translated from the French by 
Humphrey Hare. Hart-Davis, 15s. 1956. 20°5 cm. 270 pages. 

This novel has scored a great success in France. It is admirably translated, and no great 
historical knowledge is needed to appreciate it. Indeed, as an introduction to the 
complex life of the high Middle Ages it is a better guide than many a prosaic textbook 
history. The Iron King is Philip I'V (the Fair), whose reign saw so many great develop- 
ments in French political and social life. The author depicts the gay and dissolute court 
with great imaginative power, and the tragic tale he unfolds grips the attention to 
the end. Many French historians and literary men have described the dramatic fall 
of the Templars, and the mysterious domestic tragedy in the royal house, but none 
with greater skill, artistry, and economy than M. Druon uses. 


THE MARTYR. Susan Gillespie. Bles, 12s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 288 pages. 


In 1850 a fifteen-year-old boy, James Digweed, was transported in a convict-ship 
from England to Western Australia. There Digweed prospered and won a high place 
for himself in the new and civilised society that was slowly emerging from crude 
beginnings. Miss Gillespie spares us none of the horrors and degradations which had 
to be endured in the convict-ships. She writes vividly of the struggle for existence in 
the Swan River Settlement and the Victoria gold fields. Here is an exciting story that, 
in essence, suggests Australia’s rise to her present important position within the British 
Commonwealth. 


FIFL AND ANTOINE. Charlotte Haldane. Harvill Press, 123.6d. 1956. 
19 cm. 244 pages. Drawings by Roland Collins. 


This light-hearted romance has something of the grace, elegance and human charac- 
teristics of that stylised dog, the poodle. Fifi is a highly-bred, prize-winning white 
poodle; Antoine, her equal in birth and breeding, is a black one, star of a famous circus. 
Through the machinations of a young man in the Foreign Office, who desires to buy 
Fifi for an Eastern potentate, the two dogs meet, fall in love, change places, are tragic- 
ally separated and, in the end, are happily reunited—together forever in the circus act. 
Delightfully illustrated, this well-written, very English novel will charm all lovers of 
dogs and of children. 


SIMON. Elizabeth Hamilton. Deutsch, 10s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 186 pages. 


This first novel by a writer who earned high praise for two previous non-fiction works 
tells a simple story of two kinds of love in a man and a woman. Anna and Simon are 
both reserved people to whom love comes shyly and slowly, but when it does Anna 
wholly surrenders to it while Simon’s nature, marred by an inner lack of security, is 
unable to accept love’s demands and implications. Their story is part of the common 
human experience, but the writer’s honesty and beautifully controlled, unpretentious 
style transform it into a poignant unique experience. This is not a sad but rather a 


thoughtful and comforting book even though it has no happy ending.

STRANGER AT THE GATE. John Hearne. Faber, 15s. 1956. 19 cm. 
304 pages. 

There is a sharp contrast between the potentially idyllic life of the Caribbean and the 
political and racial tensions which in late years have been gathering force there. 
Stranger at the Gate is an exciting tale which involves the fall of the left-wing dictator 
of a small republic and the efforts of his British West Indian sympathisers to rescue 
him from extradition. Mr. Hearne belongs to the rising school of West Indian 
novelists who have a notable mastery of local colour; at present he is perhaps more 
concerned with showing a polished technique than with deeper explorations of 
character, but his novel remains one of genuine promise. 


THE FEAST OF THE DEAD. G. M. Jay. Hale, 10s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 
240 pages. 

The imaginary island of Kavakana, off the South-East Coast of New Guinea, provides 
the setting for the complicated drama of the relationship between four young Austra- 
lians—Katherine and her brother Harry, Harry’s friend Mark, who becomes Kather- 
ine’s husband, and Mark’s friend, Jim, who provokes Mark to suicide and himself 
becomes enslaved by the island. But the lively, exciting narrative also illustrates the 
psychological predicament of the white man who, no longer protected by a definitive, 
strongly-held faith, is increasingly exposed to the primitive forces still active within 
his own soul. This unusual novel well conveys the stifling emotional intensity which, 
in alien inhabitants, is apt to be engendered by tropical richness. 


THE JUDAS FIGURES. Continuing the story of The Singer Not the Song. 
Audrey Erskine Lindop. Heinemann, 15s. 1956. 20-5 cm. 286 pages. 

In this continuation of Miss Lindop’s Mexican saga the setting once again is Quantana, 
a remote township in Mexico. The very name of Malo-of-the-Cats, a kind of personi- 
fication of wickedness, still frightens the good people of the district. The surviving 
members of Malo’s gang use superstition and witchcraft in an effort to maintain their 
power. Two Roman Catholic priests—Father Keogh and Father Lasques—put up a 
strong fight against the wrongdoers. Miss Lindop’s technical competence and sense 
of dramatic situation combine to make The Judas Figures an exciting novel. 


CONTAGION TO THIS WORLD. John Lodwick. Heinemann, 15s. 1956. 
20°5 cm. 246 pages. 

The description of a plague which seals off the inhabitants of a town from the outside 
world and compels them to live each day as if it were their last has become something 
of a favourite exercise for the novelist. Mr. Lodwick’s story is set in Cadiz. He 
possesses a full measure of the narrative skill required to carry off this macabre theme 
and he handles it throughout with a light touch and a mordant wit, showing at the 
same time an impressive familiarity with Spanish life. His novel, if it does not aspire 
far beyond the reach of entertainment, is a most accomplished performance. 


A CHARMED LIFE. Mary McCarthy. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 15s. 1956. 
19 cm. 342 pages. 

In her fifth novel Mary McCarthy dissects with her accustomed razor-sharp 

vision and satiric wit a New England community of would-be Bohemians who have 

too much money and not enough talent for industry or art. The heroine returns to 

this settlement with her second husband after seven years’ absence and inevitably her 

old friends recall every detail of the circumstances in which she had left it when she 
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ran away from her first husband. He still lives in the neighbourhood, with a new wife 
and family, and at an amateur play-reading the two fall again briefly under each 
other’s spell. The outcome is a tragic one which crashes like a thunderbolt into this 
wasteland of the spirit so brilliantly described by the author. 


A ROOM IN PARIS. Peggy Mann. Longmans, 15s. 1956. 19 cm. 
352 pages. 

For her first novel Peggy Mann has had the courage to take a commonplace theme 
which, through sincerity of treatment, she shows has still the power to reach down to 
fundamental emotions. This story of an American in Paris who has a winter love 
affair with a fellow countrywoman runs on familiar lines: casual passion develops into 
genuine devotion and thence, through cross-purposes and misunderstandings, to 
separation. But by realism in the characterisation of Stanley Kagen and Janet Welles, 
and by the lyrical feeling she engenders in their relationship, the author confers upon 
a casual episode the dignity of a universal experience. The lesser characters are drawn 
with equal skill. 


THE SMALL WORLD. W. John Morgan. Gollancz, 12s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 
224 pages. 

This is a story, set in a Welsh university town, about the activities of three intelligent 
and somewhat bohemian young students who indulge in a great deal of witty con- 
versation and involve themselves in a series of amusing situations that range from the 
whimsical to the completely absurd. Their girl-friends, a former trades-union leader 
turned managerial, and some of the town’s more interesting characters add to the 
complications of situation and plot. It is a promising first novel, absurd, amusing, and 
written with considerable gusto. 


THE HOUSE ON THE HILL. Cesare Pavese. Translated from the 
Italian by W. J. Strachan. Peter Owen, 13s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

This novel takes its place in the disorderly yet impressive panorama which Signor 
Pavese has created of the Italy of the early 1940's; he depicts an epoch and a mode of 
living which are manifestly headed for disaster and yet contain an unquenchable hope 
for the future. The book is a loosely constructed chronicle of the personal experiences 
of a schoolmaster living in Turin and the surrounding countryside, who has been 
made homeless by air bombardment and is tossed to and fro by the exigencies of 
guerrilla warfare. It is a memorable picture, in which the obvious authenticity of the 
description compensates for a certain shapelessness of the plot. 


THE HONEY FLOW. Kylie Tennant. Macmillan, 15s. 1956. 19°5 cm. 
352 pages. 

The Eucalyptus forests of New South Wales are the camping ground of Australia’s 
migratory apiarists who bring their bees for hundreds of miles to feast on the blossoms. 
The life and work of these hardy independent people, who cut their own roads through 
the wilderness, are the raw material of this latest novel by one of the most creative 
women writers in Australia. The story is told in the first person by a girl with a passion 
for bees who shares the toil, discomforts, and hazards of a crew of bee-keepers with 
whom she works. Love for the wild open spaces and for the carefree resourcefulness 
of a pioneer life make this energetic book invigorating reading despite a certain lack of 
cohesion in style and structure. 
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Crime, Detection and Mystery 

THE BECKONING DREAM. Evelyn Berckman. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
10s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

Connie Walworth, an impecunious widow avid for money but unwilling to work 

for it, comes into possession of information that enables her to blackmail her rich 

mother-in-law. Her young sister-in-law tries, with the help of the family doctor, to 

deflect her, but Connie’s greed is her own undoing and brings the law down upon her. 


The story is cleverly built up and the characters are interesting psychological studies, 
well observed. 


THE SUSPECT. Mario Lacruz. Translated from the Spanish by Delano Ames. 
Methuen, 12s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 212 pages. 

An ingenious story of detection set in the provinces of Spain. The author adopts a 
technique reminiscent of Dostoievski’s, in that he blurs from the start the normally 
clear-cut distinction in a murder investigation between innocence and guilt. His 
principal character is depicted as a man who, though ostensibly innocent cannot avoid 
throwing an air of culpability over all his actions. The story is told through flashbacks 
and other variations of the normal time-sequence, and both the perplexed tenacity of 
the police and the suspense leading up to the final solution are skilfully sustained. 


Reprints 
THE LANCASHIRE WITCHES. William Harrison Ainsworth. Reprint. 
Nelson, 6s. 1956. 16 cm. $76 pages. (Nelson Classics) 

This minor Victorian novelist is now remembered or half-remembered mainly as the 
author of The Tower of London and Old St. Paul’s. The Lancashire Witches (1848) is 
a vigorous and more or less historical romance which still makes lively reading; it 
centres on one of the cruel witch-hunts held in England at the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century. 


AGNES GREY. Anne Bronté. Introduction to the Brontés by Flora Masson. 
Reprint. Nelson, 4s.6d. 1956. 16 cm. 284 pages. (Nelson Classics) 

The least highly gifted of the three famous sisters, Anne Bronté has been unduly 

overshadowed by Emily and Charlotte Bronté. Agnes Grey, first published in 1847, is 

a moving story of the life and love affair of a Victorian governess, showing consider- 

able promise and powers of observation. The introduction is a ninety-one page study 

of the Brontés and their work. 


TWO YEARS BEFORE THE MAST. R. H. Dana. Reprint. 
Nelson, 4s.6d. 1956. 16 cm. 282 pages. (Nelson Classics) 

The American author of this book, Richard Henry Dana, junior (1815-82) was a 

nineteen-year-old undergraduate at Harvard when eye-strain compelled him to post- 

pone his studies. He served for two years as an ordinary seaman on a voyage from 

Boston, U.S.A., round Cape Horn to California and back. This simple narrative of 

the voyage is one of the most graphic and realistic accounts ever written of life at sea. 


THE HEART OF MIDLOTHIAN. Sir Walter Scott. New preface 
and a glossary by W. M. Parker. Reprint. Dent, 7s. 1956. 18-5 cm. $76 pages. 
Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 

Scott’s famous novel, which takes its name from the old Edinburgh prison, centres 

on solving the mystery of the disappearance of the child of Effie Deans, in prison under 
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sentence of death for child murder. The Porteous Riots (1736) give impetus to a story 
of many incidents, the greatest of which is the interview of Jeanie Deans with Queen 
Caroline to obtain a reprieve for her sister. The introduction is a suggestive literary 
appreciation of the book and of Scott’s great qualities as a novelist. 


CATRIONA. Robert Louis Stevenson. Reprint. Nelson, 5s. 1956. 16 cm. 
382 pages. (Nelson Classics) 

The sequel to Kidnapped (also issued in this series), in which R. L. Stevenson (1850-94) 

continued the tale of David Balfour’s adventures, his love affair with Catriona 

Drummond, and the efforts which he made at the risk of his own life to clear James 

Stewart from the charge of murdering Colin Campbell. A picturesque historical 

romance of mid-cighteenth century Scotland and Holland. 


THE SMALL HOUSE AT ALLINGTON. Anthony Trollope. Reprint. 
Nelson, 6s. 1956. 16 cm. 718 pages. (Nelson Classics) 


The fifth of Trollope’s much-loved Barsetshire novels. The chief figure is the 
charming Lily Dale. The story is largely concerned with her abortive love affair 
with Adolphus Crosbie and Johnny Eames’ devotion to her. Plantagenet Palliser, and 
his wife Lady Glencora, also appear, and the social life of the fictitious county of 
Barsetshire is admirably portrayed. The novel shows Trollope’s supreme skill in 
creating entirely convincing characters and in using the most commonplace materials 
to make an absorbing narrative. The six Barsetshire novels are all issued in the Nelson 
Classics. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 

Fiction 

TWO IN THE WESTERN ISLES. Mabel Esther Allen. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 

1956. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

Tory and Jessica Howard are not at all pleased to leave London for an island in the 
Outer Hebrides off the west coast of Scotland which their father has bought with 
money left to him. They are further dismayed by the unfriendly attitude of the island 
people, whose previous landlord was an unpleasant character. But their fighting 
spirit is aroused and gradually the hostility of the islanders is overcome and the girls 
discover that they like their new life after all. The story is well contrived and succeeds 
in conveying something of the magic of the Western Isles. Girls of 13-16 should 
enjoy it. 


BEL THE GIANT and Other Stories. Helen Clare. Bodley Head, 8s.6d. 1956. 
19°5 cm. 112 pages. Illustrations by Peggy Fortnum. 
This is a delightful collection of stories, short and simple enough for five-year-olds, 
interesting and lively enough for seven- and eight-year-olds. It includes two folk 
tales: Bel the Giant, whose sorrel horse came to grief trying to reach Leicester in 
three giant leaps, and the charming Orkney story of the selkie boy who was really 
a seal. There are also some pleasing unsentimental animal stories: the kitten who went 
to the land of Nowhere in order to become white, like the snowman, and the 
marmalade kitten who supported his widowed mother by playing the fiddle. They 
are simply and sometimes poetically told and the illustrations are witty and pleasing. 


STEP TO THE STARS. Lester del Ray. Hutchinson, 10s.6d. 1956. 20-5 cm. 
216 pages. Endpaper illustrations. 

A story of the future about the building of a space station to circle the earth and 

serve as a jumping-off ground for the moon. There is plenty of action—the machina- 
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tions of a foreign spy, attempted sabotage and the dangers of working in space with 
a hostile power bloc on carth watching developments. The hero, young Jim Stanley, 
is a pleasant young man who surmounts the difficulties and ultimately wins the 
coveted appointment of chief pilot on the attempt to reach the moon. The author 
points out that he has used only proven scientific data and methods in the story, 
which should interest young readers of eleven and upwards. 


RENNIE GOES RIDING. Monica Edwards. Bodley Head, 7s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 
190 pages. (Bodley Head Career Books for Girls) 

Rennie is a seventeen-year-old with physical and nervous weaknesses resulting from 
the war and a fatal accident to her mother. She has the compensation of having more 
perception than most and makes a courageous attempt to overcome her fears. The 
family, Miss Brandon who runs a riding school and gives her a job, the other girls 
and their attachments are well delineated. Rennie’s experiences serve to show that a 
real concern with horses may not bring a fortune but provides a healthy and 
rewarding occupation. Suitable for readers from sixteen onwards, full of useful 
information for the rider, the book is neither escapist nor sentimental. 


THE AQUALUNG TWINS FIND CHINESE TREASURE. Frederick 
Falkner. Dent, 10s.6d. 1956. 19°5 cm. 168 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by 
Donna Little. 

A story of underwater adventures for children from twelve onwards, which is set 
on the Pacific coast of America. The finding of a casket, manuscripts and a map 
eventually leads to kidnapping, a fight with an octopus and the rescue of an 
unscrupulous rival. With the help of a Chinese friend, the family save the treasure 
from a sunken vessel and all ends well. Conditions under water are well described 
and the characters lively. 


ROBIN HOOD and The Men of the Greenwood. Henry Gilbert. Reprint. 
Nelson, 5s. 1956. 16 cm. 372 pages. 16 illustrations by H. M. Brock. (Nelson 
Classics) 

In the preface to this collection of tales about Robin Hood and his men—it was 
written in 1912—Henry Gilbert said ‘I have used a few of the best episodes related 
in the Ballads, but I have also thought out other tales about Robin and have added 
incidents and events’. This book is therefore a mixture of old and new, an excellent 
thing when dealing with the adventures of so long-established and familiar a hero 
as Robin Hood. It is well produced, happily illustrated and should appeal to most 
young readers of 10-14, although the ten-year-old might find some archaic words 
and phrases a little troublesome at first. 


THE TRAIL OF THE BROKEN SNOW-SHOE. Margaret Govan. 
Dent, 10s.6d. 1956. 19°5 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by Donna Little. 
An agreeable story of Canadian schoolgirls who are caught in a blizzard and shelter 
in a summer cottage, which shows signs of recent habitation. Following a mishap, 
the other occupant appears to help them. A medical student, he is wrongfully accused 
of poaching deer but is cleared in the end. There is also the theme of rivalry over 
boys, against a convincing background of snow-bound forests and the friendly life 

of a little town. A book which should interest girls from fifteen onwards. 
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THE ULENDO DETECTIVES. Frances Greenall. Bell, 11s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 
190 pages. Illustrations by Michael Ross. 

Simon and Jennifer Muir spend a holiday in Central Africa with their uncle, aunt 
and cousins who live there. They find themselves involved in a series of exciting 
incidents and are ultimately very largely responsible for unmasking the illicit diamond 
buying that has been troubling the authorities for some time. The African background 
is very well done—the author is resident in British East Africa—and there is plenty 
of action. Ulendo Detectives should be popular with most young readers of 10-14. 


THE DOOR THAT WASN’T THERE. Ursula Horsley-Smith. Guilford 
Press, 78.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 160 pages. 4 colour plates artd endpaper illustration by 
Rosemary Cosgrave. 

Three children on holiday in the country find their way into a magic land that is 

constantly troubled by a witch with a grudge against it. With the aid of an ancient 

ring and a flying horse, the children get rid of the witch and free the king from the 
spell that has changed his shape. A happily imaginative tale with a human touch that 
will please many children of eight or so. 


NATHAN, Boy of Capernaum. Amy Morris Lillie. Shaw’s Children’s Books, 
7s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 232 pages. Illustrations (4 in colour). 


In this story, which is suited to children of 7-10 years of age, the author tries to 
recover the thoughts and feelings of a Palestinian boy who has heard of Jesus and his 
wonderful works, and who is resolved to follow Him. The normal life of Capernaum 
in the time of Jesus is well described, and the account of the moral teaching of Jesus 
based on the Sermon on the Mount should kindle the imagination of those whom it 
is intended to reach. On the whole, a difficult task has been skilfully accomplished. 


THE VILLAGE THAT TOOK TO THE AIR. M. J. Lory. Translated 
from the French by R. H. Blackley. Bodley Head, 9s.6d. 1956. 20-5 cm. 158 pages. 
Illustrations by Richard Kennedy. 


A very pleasant little tale of the rivalry between two French villages and of the 
initiative displayed by one of them. The children of Villemont inspire the village to 
build its own light aircraft, which it does with the help of one of its young men who 
flew in the Second World War; the village carpenter; Grandpa Penot, who served 
as an air mechanic in the First World War; the schoolmaster, the priest and all the 
village dignitaries. There are adventures and some setbacks, but all comes right in 
the end. Good reading for children of 10-14. 


BEYOND THE RAINBOW. R. F. Lowis. Hutchinson, 9s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 
216 pages. Illustrations by the author. 

A very pleasing fantasy for children of nine or more, dealing with Rat and his 

companions who live in a caravan. Caught by Redfox and his band of smugglers, 

they have all kinds of adventures while on board a magic ship. This takes them to a 

sky country, where the spirits of other animals are busy looking after the stars, and 

later much treasure is recovered from the smugglers and all ends well. 


DRAGON CASTLE. Elinor Lyon. Hodder & Stoughton, 10s.6d. 1956. 20 cm. 
192 pages. 9 illustrations (1 in colour). Map. 


Because his father is ill, Martin Reed is sent to stay with some friends of his father’s 
in Wales. The two children of the house do not welcome him and he much prefers 
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the company of a happy-go-lucky family who are seeking the sword and the ring 
that will enable them to claim possession of a ruined castle. There is some competition 
from the two children Martin is staying with, but they are no match for the others, 
and at the end Martin gets a grand surprise. The country scene is an integral part of a 
pleasant and plausible story that should appeal to many children of 10-14. 


THE FIRST ROSETTE. Christine Pullein-Thompson. Burke, 7s.6d. 1956. 
19 cm. 172 pages. 8 illustrations by Sheila Rose. 

David’s one passion in life is horses and his great ambition is to be a show jumper. 
He gains the friendship of the daughter of the local Master of Hounds, who lends him 
a pony, and he works out of school hours to earn money to join the Pony Club. 
His persistence and his resourcefulness in two awkward situations finally win him a 
pony of his own, which he rides to victory at the Royal Windsor Show. Although 
the writing is a little awkward at times, the book’s evident enthusiasm and its likeable 
young hero will capture and keep the attention of any young reader of 10-14 
interested in horses and riding. 


PENNY DRAMATIC. A. Stephen Tring. Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 
1956. 19 cm. 204 pages. Illustrations by T. R. Freeman. 

In this pleasant continuance of the adventures of Penny, she becomes head of the 
fifth form at school and takes part in a performance of Barrie’s Dear Brutus. A famous 
actress makes her appearance but Penny is too sensible to become stage-struck. The 
many different threads of holidays, tennis matches, stage production and the interest 
of a young reporter are well woven together. Suitable for girls from eleven, who 
will realise that the author has plenty of further amusement and interest in store. 


Non-Fiction 


THE STORY OF OUR ANCESTORS. May Edel. Bodley Head, 12s.6d. 

1956. 225 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations by Herbert Danska. Index. 
An account of the evolution of mankind that children from eleven years old should 
find easy to read and enjoy. Perhaps more attention might have been given to the 
beginnings of cultural life, both practical and imaginative, but the history of our 
bodily development could hardly be bettered. Miss Edel has a firm enough grasp of 
her subject to be able to convey general ideas as well as particular facts. She writes 
simply but without condescension, and holds the attention by always relating past 
and present. The black and white sketches contrive to be both lively and reasonably 
informative. 


THE TRUE BOOK ABOUT MOTOR CARS. Charles Fothergill. Muller, 

7s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 144 pages. 26 illustrations by Gordon. (‘True Book’ Series) 
This is the story of the motor car, simply told without an over-burden of technicalities. 
Most main aspects of the car’s historical development are covered—the first town-to- 
town competitions; the pioneer manufacturers; engine, tyre and brake developments; 
the great racing drivers—and, finally, there is a quick glimpse into the probable 
future. The book should interest all car-minded boys from the age of ten upwards, 
and a large proportion of fathers as well. 


THE TRUE BOOK ABOUT CECIL RHODES. Peter Gibbs. Muller, 
7s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 142 pages. Illustrations by F. Stocks May (‘True Book’ Series) 
At a time when the countries to which he gave his name have recently entered a 
central African federation, it is useful to have a new life of Cecil Rhodes for children. 
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The colourful story of the last thirty years of the 19th century in South Africa, which 
were influenced so greatly by this one man, is vividiy told and vigorously illustrated 
and the book should appeal to children of 12-16. 


THE YOUNG EVE. A Weck-end Book for Girls. Edited by Constance 
Holt. Blackie, 15s. 1956. 21 cm. 384 pages. Numerous illustrations (some in colour). 
Endpaper decorations. 

An attractive miscellany for older girls which contains a few stories and a poem or 

two, articles on careers, on sports and pastimes, accounts of the life of a young girl 

in Spain and in medieval times and of student life in Italy, advice on appearance and 
behaviour, and many other diversions amongst which most girls will find something 
to interest them. 


FAMOUS SHIPS OF THE WORLD. P. K. Kemp. Muller, 8s.6d. 1956. 

19 cm. 144 pages. 24 photographs. Drawings in text by Peggy Kemp. 
The Admiralty Archivist, in this short book, sets out to tell readers of between, say, 
12 and 16 of outstanding ships in the following classes: early merchantmen; East 
Indiamen; clipper ships; early steamships; famous and fast liners, including the 
immense Queens; merchantmen in war; freak ships and ships of tomorrow. As 
Commander Kemp also glances briefly at the navy generally, his chapters are 
necessarily sketchy, but they are bright and accurate, very readable, and the photo- 
graphs and drawings are a real help to enthusiasm. 


COSTUME. James Laver. Batsford, 8s.6d. 1956. 21 cm. 80 pages. 16 colour plates 

and numerous drawings by John Mansbridge. Index. (Junior Heritage Books) 
Nearly a thousand years are covered in this rapid, informative survey of the history 
of costume written by a noted expert. The text, beginning with Saxons and Normans 
c. 1000 and ending with the late Victorians of 1900, is admirably illustrated in the 
numerous drawings (over four hundred) by John Mansbridge which are marshalled 
on their pages with brilliant and decorative effect. Though belonging to a series 
intended for teenagers, this book offers an attractively arranged introduction to its 
subject for readers of any age. 


THE MAGIC OF CHEMISTRY. Herbert McKay. Oxford University Press, 
7s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 168 pages. 20 diagrams by F. Nellis Mann. Glossary. (New 
Playbooks of Science) 

There have been many previous books introducing the wonders of chemistry to 

children, but often the treatment is too ‘popular’. This one has a simple style but 

uses good scientific prose. Chapters on combustion, distillation, solution, carbon 

dioxide, the elements, and the chemistry of volcanoes and of the universe answer a 

range of provocative questions. Up-to-date developments in chemistry are given 

extra space. The results forms an ideal supplement to textbooks for children of 13-16. 


THE STORY OF SONG. Percy M. Young. Methuen, 8s.6d. 1956. 21-5 cm. 
72 pages. Illustrations by Ida Procter. Musical examples. Bibliography. Index. 
(Methuen’s Outlines) 

For children of 10-15 this is a reliable and very readable account of the main trends 
of vocal music from the beginnings up to modern times, with changes in style 
clearly outlined. The narrative proceeds chronologically with divisions, as the epoch 
may require, by type and by groups of composers. It will certainly hold the attention 
of young music lovers, and will present them with accurate information. But they 
should be warned that many of the drawings, particularly the portraits, are inaccurate, 
and bear little resemblance to the originals.
